Marking time: 1999 in 
our neck of the woods

N umerical milestones are just that. 
Like posts along a freeway that never 
ends, the decimally divided mo¬ 
ments we call New Year’s Eve simply 
separate the past from the future, this year 
marking a point in time which will breeze lon¬ 
gitudinally around the globe until the whole 
Earth is awash in a nice, round number. 

Taking note of birthdays and anniversaries 
are endemic in our species. We love to do it. 
The first in any series is a biggie, although the 
10th is sort of a big deal. Passing 50 indicates 
some possibility of long-term survival. 

The rest seem kind of redundant, at least 
until 100, which is almost as huge a deal as 
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the first. 

One thousand? Okay, now we’re talking 
something that isn’t alive, unless we’re talk¬ 
ing some non-carbon based life form that 
you need special glasses to see. 

Two thousand? 

Well, on its face, it shouldn’t be all that, 
but for a species as young as our own, it’s a 
big chunk of time. 

Maybe it’s because technology today al¬ 
lows us to communicate so directly and so 
fast with so many other people. Or maybe 
it’s because from where we stand, on the eve 
of the second millennium, it seems like hit¬ 
ting 2000 is somehow more significant than 
1000 must have been. 

So marking the beginning of the Judeo- 
Christian year 2000 or, roughly, the end of 
last year of the last decade of the last centu¬ 
ry of the second millennium since an influ¬ 
ential, much-worshipped man was born in 
the Mid-East or thereabouts, is about check¬ 
ing out the past for a moment, and perhaps 
daring to contemplate where we might be 
collectively going. 

You can’t go backwards, you can only go 
gaily forward. 

At this weekly newspaper, there’s a year- 
end tradition to bite off a small, lavender 
chunk of all that, albeit just a chunk. 

Here are a few snapshots at some of the 
noteworthy things that gay, lesbian, bisexu¬ 
al, and transgender people did in the Bay 
Area and around the state in the first half of 
1999 - and a few things that other people 
did with, for, or against them. 

January 

Predictably enough, LGBT revelers in the 
Castro spilled out of the bars, off the side¬ 
walks, and into the streets. The ostensible 
crossroads of our corner of America were 
quickly closed to traffic to protect the party 
boys and girls - apparently pleased about 


1998 coming to a close - from vehicular ac¬ 
cidents.' Few serious incidents were report¬ 
ed: a burning bush, presumably a former 
Christmas tree, was spotted in front of Moby 
Dick, where it scorched a parked Mercedes; 
a youth was arrested for breaking bottles in 
front of All- American boy; and a man fired 
his garden hose over the fence and onto the 
partyers in the back patio of his neighbor, 
The Bar on Castro. The streets were re¬ 
opened after that first last call of the New 
Year, when the bars shut down at 2 a.m., 
January 1,1999.

■ n a landmark decision the gay com- 
I munity has been waiting for, the Ver- 
I mont Supreme Court ruled Monday, 
December 20, that same-sex couples 
must be given the same benefits, pro¬ 
tections, and responsibilities as mar¬ 
ried couples of the opposite sex. 

The Vermont Supreme Court’s 
unanimous ruling in Baker vs. State 
came on the heels of a decision earlier 
this month by the Hawaii Supreme 
Court which stated that the same-sex 
marriage issue was moot in that state 
because of a voter-approved constitu¬ 
tional amendment limiting marriage to 
opposite-sex couples. 

“We hold that the state is constitu¬ 
tionally required to extend to same-sex 
couples the common benefits and pro¬ 
tections that flow from marriage under 
Vermont law,” stated Chief Justice Jef¬ 
frey L. Amestoy in his 45-page opinion. 
All five justices agreed that same-sex 
couples deserve equal rights, though 
there was some disagreement in the jus¬ 
tices’ reasoning. In a separate opinion, 
Associate Justice Denise R. Johnson be¬ 
lieved the court should have gone fur¬ 
ther by immediately allowing lesbian 
and gay couples access to civil marriage. 

There are no further appeals in the 
process, according to Evan Wolfson, di¬ 
rector of the Marriage Project at Lamb¬ 
da Legal Defense and Education Fund, 
and it is now up to the Vermont Legisla¬ 
ture to determine whether these benefits 
will be granted under the institution of 
marriage or through a separate system 
such as a domestic partner registry. 

“The only legal challenges left will 
test if what the Legislature does is good 
enough to comply with the court’s de¬ 
cision,” Wolfson told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “Of course, the easiest way for the 
legislature to comply is to allow same- 
sex couples to say the two words, ‘I do.’” 

Other ways to comply may be to in¬ 
sert same-sex couples into the definition 
of‘spouse,* or to establish a separate but

he was dead. Esparaza-Noyola 
said he assumed Spann was only 
drunk until he grabbed his wrist 
and could find no pulse. 

Spann, 50, had called himself 
the “Bad Peanut” of the Carter 
family and had spent his life in 
and out of prison. He was an al¬ 
coholic and drug addict and said 
he contracted AIDS by using dirty 
needles. Spann would often steal 
to support his habit. His robbery 
of the landmark gay bar, The 
Mint, is legend among its old- 
time customers. 

“He was a good friend of mine, 
such a sweet guy,” recalls Dennis 
Peron who met Spann at the med¬ 
icinal marijuana club he founded. 
Peron believes Spann self-med¬ 
icated with alcohol and other 
drugs to cope with his loneliness. 
Peron said Spann had a lot of 
drinking partners but none made 
him feel less lonely. “People would 
drink with him but were never 
with him,” said Peron who recalls 
hugging Spann and getting the 
feeling Spann never wanted to let 

go- 

Esparaza-Noyola was also a 
heavy drinker and lived with the 
dubious distinction of being 
Spann’s final drinking partner. Al¬ 
though toxicology tests haven’t 
come back yet, people close to Es¬ 
paraza-Noyola, 39, and Lotham- 
mer, 62, speculate alcohol or other 
drugs likely precipitated their 
deaths. 

Oakland police Sergeant Brian 
Medeiros said it would likely be 
another week or two before they 
know how Lothammer died and 
whether either man had been in¬ 
toxicated. At first investigators 
weren’t certain whether the deaths 
were the result of a double suicide 


or murder-suicide. Now police say 
they believe Esparaza-Noyola 
killed Lothammer and then 
hanged himself. Lothammer was 
found on a couch near Esparaza- 
Noyola. Police say they have evi¬ 
dence of “trauma” injuries to his 
body. 

Lothammer and Esparaza- 
Noyola’s relationship was charac¬ 
terized by years of abuse, accord¬ 
ing to Charles Weber, a close 
friend of Lothammer. Weber said 
Lothammer often feared Es¬ 
paraza-Noyola and once moved 
out and stayed away for several 
days to get away from him. 

Weber said Lothammer met 
Esparaza-Noyola in 1992 at the 
Mission District gay bar, Esta 
Noche, and invited him home. Es¬ 
paraza-Noyola, who had recently 
arrived from Southern California, 
never left Lothammer’s home 
after that first night, according to 
Weber. 

Weber said a pivotal moment 
came in the first year of the cou¬ 
ple’s relationship. Esparaza-Noy¬ 
ola had been acting “wildly” and 
police were called. When officers 
asked if he wanted Esparaza-Noy¬ 
ola removed, Lothammer said no. 

Weber believes Lothammer 
didn’t separate from Esparaza- 
Noyola because of his low self-es¬ 
teem. “He was hopeless about 
finding somebody else or that 
things would get better,” said 
Weber. “Robert had let things go 
too far for too long. He was too 
wanting to have somebody.” 

Although Lothammer’s cause 
of death may not be known until 
next month, Weber, like Spann’s 
friend Dennis Peron, believes 
loneliness ultimately took his 
friend’s life. T

MP he Bay Area Reporter has 
jj learned of a bizarre twist in 
m the case of the gay couple 
found dead in their Oakland 
home over Thanksgiving week¬ 
end. Former President Jimmy 
Carter’s nephew was found dead 
in the couple’s front yard two 
years ago after he befriended 
Francisco Esparaza-Noyola, the 
man police say killed his partner 
before hanging himself. 

An Alameda County coroner’s 
spokesman confirmed William 
Carter Spann was found dead at 
the Richmond Boulevard home 
shared by Robert John Lotham¬ 
mer and Esparaza-Noyola. 
Spann’s cause of death is listed as 
“acute ethanol poisoning,” the 
forensic term for alcohol poison¬ 
ing. 

Esparaza-Noyola met Spann in 
San Francisco on February 2, 
1997. He invited Spann home for 
drinks and let him take a nap on 
the hammock in his front yard. 
According to published reports, 
Esparaza-Noyola said he went in¬ 
side to get something to eat when 
he heard a woman screaming 
from the sidewalk. She was point¬ 
ing to Spann and said she thought

A s part of their new cam¬ 
paign in support of a 
planned emergency winter 
shelter in Noe Valley for lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, and transgender 
youth, about 30 members of the 
Lesbian Avengers direct action 
group “played dead” to dramatize 
the plight of the homeless last 
Sunday, December 19. 

Over 100 neighbors of Golden 
Gate Metropolitan Community 
Church at 1508 Church Street - 
the site of the: city’s latest contro¬ 
versial shelter proposal - filed past 
about 30 young Avengers as they 
lay on the sidewalk in front of 
Bethany United Methodist 
Church, where the fourth com¬ 
munity meeting about the LGBT 
youth shelter was about to begin. 

The Avengers staged the protest 
in response to a bitter campaign 
from neighborhood residents op¬ 
posing the temporary shelter, and 
spiced up their die-in message 
with hand-made signs bearing 
short, concise quips and slogans 
that well-captured the compelling 
statements they and others were to 
present later in the meeting. 

“Kicked out. First my parents, 
now you,” noted one. “I need a bed 
before I can get a job,” reasoned 
another. “I won’t hurt your neigh¬ 
borhood,” and “Don’t hate me be-

fore you know me,” they pleaded. 

“One guy started harassing us, 
yelling, ‘You don’t live in this 
neighborhood,”’ Lesbian Avenger 
Anna Mills told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter after the meeting, adding 
that several members of her newly 
reformed group do in fact live in 
Noe Valley, where the group holds 
regular meetings. 

“But mostly, we just had a lot of 
people asking questions,” said Mills.

L ast Tuesday, December 14, 
the Alameda County Board 
of Supervisors unanimously 
declared a state of emergency to 
decriminalize needle exchange to 
impede the spread of HIV and he¬ 
patitis. Similar action was taken 
by the Contra Costa County 
Board of Supervisors on the same 
day. Members of both boards also 
stated their willingness to start 
paying for syringes for the first 
time. San Francisco, Berkeley, and 
Los Angeles have funded syringes 
for a number of years. 

Last week’s actions in Alameda 
and Contra Costa counties came 
in response to intense lobbying by 
needle exchange advocates and a 
change in state law. On January 1, 
the state will free needle exchange 
from prosecution if a local state of 
emergency is declared. Local gov¬ 
ernments may also pay for syringes 
in the new year. Alameda County 
supervisors had been under con¬ 
stant threat of lawsuits from Sher¬ 
iff Charles Plummer and District 
Attorney Tom Orloff if they 
moved to fund needle exchange. 

Alameda County Health Offi¬ 
cer Art Chen presented the board 
with exhaustive statistics to bol¬ 
ster the emergency argument. Of 
those testing HIV-positive at 
county test sites last year, 44 per¬ 
cent contracted the virus through 
injection drug use (IDU). Also 73 
percent of the IDUs tested posi¬ 
tive for hepatitis C. African Amer¬ 
icans accounted for 75 percent of 
those testing HIV-positive at 
county sites. 

Supervisors Keith Carson and 
Gail Steele made independent, 
unannounced visits to needle ex¬ 
change sites. Both were shocked at 


the number of visibly ill people 
utilizing exchanges. They lauded 
these people for taking steps to 
improve their personal health and 
protect their loved ones. 

Carson said needle exchange 
makes economic as well as moral 
sense. “It costs $34,000 annually 
to care for a person with AIDS, 
but only $78 per person for using 
needle exchanges. This may also 
be the only avenue to rehabilita¬ 
tion for IDUs and I saw needle ex¬ 
change clients wait in a separate 
line to get HIV tests,” said Carson. 
All of the supervisors wanted nee¬ 
dle exchange tied to drug treat¬ 
ment. “Let’s put our money where 
our mouths are,” pleaded Super¬ 
visor Mary King. 

Funding decisions 
in January 

Last year 1 million syringes 
were exchanged in Oakland. The 
county provided $220,000 in non¬ 
syringe support funding. Com¬ 
paratively San Francisco County 
provided $856,000 for 2 million 
exchanges. 

Gerald Lenoir, co-founder and 
board representative of the Oak¬ 
land Needle Exchange, recently 
submitted an additional $314,000 
funding proposal to the Alameda 
County supervisors. The request 
would increase the number of ex¬ 
change sites from three to five and 
is expected to be discussed next 
month. Lenoir urged concerned 
residents in Alameda and Contra 
Costa counties to “contact your 
supervisors and request maxi¬ 
mum exchange funding with your 
tax money. It’s crunch time.” T

Value of housing vouchers 
increased 50 percent

W ith a vacancy rate of less 
than 1 percent, and sky¬ 
rocketing rents on what 
few rental units become available, 
finally making it to the top of the 
years-long waiting list to secure a 
federally subsidized Section 8 
housing voucher has been a 
Catch-22 for low-income San 
Franciscans. 

But under a new federal policy 
announced Friday, December 10, 
some people who could not afford 
to live here, may no longer have to 
move. 

Under pressure from AIDS ac¬ 
tivists, Mayor Willie Brown, and 
Representative Nancy Pelosi (D- 
San Francisco), the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Housing and Urban De¬ 
velopment announced that the 
value of Section 8 housing vouch¬ 
ers will now be increased by 50 
percent. This means that, for ex¬ 
ample, a voucher for a one-bed- 
room apartment that used to be 
worth $1,077 per month, will now 
be worth $1,616. 

Furthermore, the time permit¬ 
ted for Section 8 recipients to use 
the vouchers to find a home has 
been doubled, from three months 
to six months. 


“San Francisco tenants seeking 
Section 8 housing will find an im¬ 
mediate increase in the number of 
apartments available to them,” 
Brown said during Friday’s press 
conference at the Hamilton Fam¬ 
ily Center, a new housing complex 
for previously homeless families 
that opens next month. 

There are currendy 4,400 hous¬ 
ing units in San Francisco’s Section 
8 program, which allows tenants to 
pay 30 percent of their income to¬ 
ward rent, with HUD providing 
the balance. All the units are in pri¬ 
vately owned housing. 

Former San Francisco Mayor 
Art Agnos, who made the an¬ 
nouncement on behalf of HUD 
Secretary Andrew Cuomo, noted 
that: “A quick glance at today’s 
classified ads for housing made 
the point that under the old Sec¬ 
tion 8 levels, 10 one-bedroom 
apartments were available in San 
Francisco. Under the new rent 
levels, 137 apartments are listed 
with the permitted rent level.” 

Many people who get Section 
8 vouchers are disabled, and qual¬ 
ify under the Housing Opportu¬ 
nities for People With AIDS 
(HOPWA) program. And for 
those lucky enough to get a 
voucher, finding an apartment 
that it will pay for, and a landlord 


that will accept it has been nearly 
impossible. 

“It was really the HOPWA 
constituency that was responsible 
for this,” noted Randy Shaw, di¬ 
rector of the Tenderloin Housing 
Clinic, adding that the changes 
are going to make a “huge differ¬ 
ence.” 

Pelosi, who with Brown had 
lobbied HUD for the increase, 
said, “This is another example 
where Mayor Brown has fought 
successfully to improve access to 
affordable housing for more San 
Franciscans.” 

Ernest Hopkins, director of 
federal affairs for the San Francis¬ 
co AIDS Foundation, also credit¬ 
ed the mayor’s office for the 
change in policy. “The mayor has 
been incredibly helpful,” he told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “The city 
lobbyist has been just pounding 
on Congress and HUD to get this 
done.” 

Still, Shaw cautions that the 
voucher increases are not going to 
solve the housing crisis in San 
Francisco for poor, disabled peo¬ 
ple, much less anyone else. “It 
doesn’t mean that for every apart¬ 
ment, there aren’t five applicants. 
You’re still going to be competing 
with all these other people,” he 
said. Y 


ACRC recovers finances; 
revises objectives

E merging from a damaging 
period when financial re¬ 
sources were perilously low, 
ACRC (AIDS Community Re¬ 
search Consortium) in Redwood 
City has recovered and In the 
process has changed its objectives 
while retaining its initial identity 
of being an AIDS treatment facil¬ 
ity and clinical trials agency, Exec¬ 
utive Director Michael Edell re¬ 
cently announced. 

Edell explained there were sev¬ 
eral factors relying to the agency’s 
financial difficulties. For one, the 
public’s increasing complacency 
with AIDS resulted in reduced do¬ 
nations, something many other 


AIDS organizations across the 
country have experienced. 

Over a 10-year period, the 
Redwood City facility has con¬ 
ducted 150 clinical trials and 
treated nearly 2,000 patients for 
studies, Edell said. When the pos¬ 
sibility of ACRC’s closure loomed 
earlier this year, however, it be¬ 
came obvious that a plan had to 
be worked out. People living with 
HIV/AIDS still needed to be treat¬ 
ed, and the medications dispensed 
by ACRC needed to be adminis¬ 
tered. 

First, a September retreat by 
ACRC’s board of directors was 
held to rescue the agency’s identi¬ 
ty and begin a plan to continue 
operating that ultimately 
strengthened ACRC’s value to the 


community while maintaining its 
identity. Agencies and individuals 
Edell characterized as “angels” 
began fundraising to guarantee 
ACRC’s fiscal health into 2000, 
Since mid-September, ACRC has 
raised $174,000. One important 
individual responsible was Rose 
Jacobs Gibson, a San Mateo 
County supervisor. 

An October meeting deter¬ 
mined some other important dif¬ 
ferences in the nature and opera¬ 
tion of the agency. It was recog¬ 
nized that while the original goal 
of conducting clinical trials of 
proposed new medications was 
important for a number of phar¬ 
maceutical companies proposing 
them as promising new drugs, pa¬ 
tient service was a more critical 
need. 

It was also very important, 
Edell pointed out, to continue 
programs such as the ACRC-orig- 
inated “Living Now,” which assists 
patients in maintaining their lives 
while they are getting medications 
combating HIV. 

ACRC also cut some staff po¬ 
sitions, Edell said. 

The agency continues to in¬ 
clude medications that offer novel 
yet promising treatment. One of 
those is the elimination of HIV 
through the bolstering of the pa¬ 
tient’s immune system by genetic 
means. Another program is co-in¬ 
fection treatment, which is neces¬ 
sary in many cases, such as treat¬ 
ing people living with HIV and 
hepatitis C. 

Edell is convinced that as long 
as ACRC continues to demon¬ 
strate success in such ways, it will 
draw public support. Y

L ost in the national excite¬ 
ment generated by San 
Francisco Board of Supervi¬ 
sors President Tom Ammiano’s 
successful write-in effort for 
mayor, and the ensuing runoff 
campaign that culminated last 
week with the re-election of 
Mayor Willie Brown, was the 
news that in the Solano County 
community of Vallejo, openly gay 
resident and San Francisco attor¬ 
ney Gary Cloutier won his race 
for a seat on the City Council. 

Cloutier, 37, was sworn in De¬ 
cember 7 and has attended a cou¬ 
ple of council meetings since 
then. In last month’s election, 12 
candidates - including two in¬ 
cumbents - ran for three council 


seats. Cloutier finished in the top 
three, edging out one of the in¬ 
cumbents. 

“It was great, a real slice of 
America,” Cloutier told the Bay 
Area Reporter of the recent swear¬ 
ing in ceremony. 

Cloutier said he moved from 
the city to Vallejo about two and 
a half years ago. It didn’t take him 
long to decide to run for public 
office. “I think the town was real¬ 
ly looking for a new face,” he said. 
He added that his background as 
a lawyer helped. “My being gay 
didn’t even come up as an issue.” 

The last time he ran for office 
was many years ago when he was 
a candidate for the Rhode Island 
state Senate while in law school. 

During the campaign, Cloutier 
“went to every dinner I could”

G irlz Alliance, a division of 
Girls, Incorporated of 
Alameda County, invites 
lesbian, bisexual, and transgender 
young women to check out why 
its program is different from oth¬ 
ers that focus on queer youth. 

With a weekly meeting every 
Tuesday from 4:30 to 5:30 p.m. in 
San Leandro, Girlz Alliance offers 
a safe and culturally sensitive 
space to talk, come out, get refer¬ 
rals, and meet new people. Activ¬ 
ities include workshops, trainings, 
speakers, field trips, rap sessions, 
and social/movie nights. The pro¬ 
gram is offered in English and 
Spanish, and due to the diverse 
nature of the site, offers more 
confidentiality and resources than 
other queer youth groups. 

“Girls, Incorporated offers sev¬ 
eral programs on site, which 
means in terms of coming in, no¬ 
body has to know where you’re 
going,” said Marta Reynoso, pro¬ 
gram coordinator. “Also, as a Girlz 
Alliance participant, you can ac¬ 
cess any of Girls, Incorporated 
programs, such as the health cen¬ 
ter and various workshops.” 

Girlz Alliance was formed in 
1997 and is still going strong. 

“The girls know,” said 
Reynoso, “that this is a safe, sup-

portive, fun environment for 
them.” 

Although located in San Lean¬ 
dro, Girlz Alliance attracts partic¬ 
ipants from as far as Union City, 
and includes girls from Oakland 
and other parts of the Bay Area. 

The program is free of charge, 
made possible by a grant form the 
Gateway Initiative, a partnership 
of San Francisco Foundation and 
Horizons Foundation. Meetings 
are held at 2251 Bancroft Avenue, 
across from San Leandro High 
School.

B t took a tiny state in New England - Ver- 
jf mont - to make a gigantic impact on 
I equal rights; and Monday’s ruling by the 
Vermont Supreme Court that same-sex 
couples must be granted the same benefits 
and protections as people in heterosexual 
marriages speaks volumes about how far 
the gay rights movement has come in just 
the last 10 years, never mind the last centu¬ 
ry. The Vermont court’s surprise decision 
comes as a welcome holiday present for the 
lesbian and gay community. 

While the court’s ruling doesn’t mean 
same-sex couples can hop on an airplane 
and go to Vermont to get married, Chief 
Justice Jeffrey L. Amestoy, in his opinion, 
wrote, “We hold that the state is constitu¬ 
tionally required to extend to same-sex cou¬ 
ples the common benefits and protections 
that flow from marriage under Vermont 
law. The extension of the Common Benefits 
Clause to acknowledge plaintiffs as Ver¬ 
monters who seek nothing more, nor less, 
than legal protection and security for their 
avowed commitment to an intimate and 
lasting human relationship is simply, when 
all is said and done, a recognition of our 
common humanity.” 

The court left it up to the Vermont Leg¬ 
islature to determine whether such benefits 
should come through formal marriage or a 
system of domestic partnerships. The Leg¬ 
islature convenes again next month for its 
2000 session and is expected to take up the 
matter. 

The ruling cannot be appealed, because 
it is based on the Vermont Constitution’s 
Common Benefits Clause and not the Equal 
Protection Clause of the 14th Amendment 
to the U.S. Constitution. 

The decision also makes it more impor¬ 
tant than ever for Californians to defeat the 
anti-gay Knight initiative on the March 7, 
2000 primary ballot. 

Monday’s decision in Vermont naturally 
sent gay rights advocates into elation. Never 
before has a legal body at the Supreme 
Court level ruled that gays and lesbians and 
their families are discriminated against, said 
Mike Marshall, who’s manager for the No 
on Knight campaign in California. Kate 
Kendell, executive director at the National 
Center for Lesbian Rights, who is in a com¬ 
mitted relationship and has two children, 
also hailed the decision. She said the ruling 


makes it clear that singling out gay and les¬ 
bian couples and denying them benefits that 
every other legally married couple in the 
country enjoys is “simply wrong.” 

The fight for rights by the lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, and transgender communi¬ 
ty has always been about equal 
rights: We just want what every¬ 
one else has. It’s true with do- , 
mestic partner benefits, such as 
San Francisco’s landmark equal 
benefits ordinance, and it’s true re¬ 
garding same-sex marriage. We might 
not all want to get married, but that’s 
noLthe issue. The issue is that 
same-sex couples should have 
the same benefits that oppo¬ 
site-sex couples enjoy. 

The Vermont Supreme Court agreed. 

Kay Ostberg, executive director of the 
California Alliance for Pride and Equality, 
which is working hard to defeat the Knight 
initiative, also praised the Vermont decision, 
but emphasized that here in California, we 
have a battle to fight. “It is an unprecedent¬ 
ed acknowledgment of gay and lesbian fam¬ 
ilies who deserve the same basic family 
rights as other Americans. As we celebrate 
victory in Vermont, here in California, we 


are confronted by a measure that would 
deny our families the same legal protections 
that the Vermont court recognized. Hope¬ 
fully, California will join Vermont’s historic 
action and reject the Knight initiative.” 

Coming just 11 days after the Hawaii 
Supreme Court closed the door on gay 
marriage, Monday’s decision in Ver¬ 
mont “restored our faith that equal 
justice truly applies to everyone, not 
just the majority,” said CAPE’s board 
co-chair Esther Lee. 

This holiday season, as we stand 
t on the edge of a new century, we 
hope the Vermont decision 
soon becomes the norm rather 
than the exception. Recogniz¬ 
ing that same-sex couples are 
legally entitled to benefits is a progression 
of equal rights that must not end. As LGBT 
people continue to come out to friends, 
families, co-workers, and the community at 
large by taking stands on issues such as 
same-sex marriage, we can only hope that 
as we enter the 21st century, the old stereo¬ 
types will continue to fall by the wayside as 
courts, legislatures, and businesses work to 
provide equal rights for all.

I f it surprised many of us this week when 
the Vermont Supreme Court, in Baker 
vs. State, ruled that denying same-sex 
couples access to the same rights and re¬ 
sponsibilities as heterosexual married cou¬ 
ples was discriminatory, perhaps it should¬ 
n’t have. Vermont has simply shown its deep 
commitment to a value stated in the Com¬ 
mon Benefits Clause of the Vermont Con¬ 
stitution, which predates the Equal Protec¬ 
tion Clause of the 14th Amendment of the 
U.S. Constitution and consistently has de¬ 
manded that “statutory exclusions from 
publicly-conferred benefits and protections 
must be premised on an appropriate and 
overriding public interest.” 

Put more simply, Vermont’s court has rec¬ 
ognized what many of us have been trying to 
say all along - that states have an obligation 
to protect all the couples and families of their 
state, not just the heterosexual ones. The Ver¬ 
mont opinion is based on the constitutional 
responsibility under which such exclusions 
are made, not on the issue of “religious, 
moral, or political beliefs.” 

California could learn much from Ver¬ 
mont, most immediately in today’s fight to 
organize and to defeat the Knight initiative 
(Proposition 22) on the March 7,2000 ballot. 

But perhaps I am more impatient than 
most. I am sick and tired that my son, Jesse, 
must grow up in a family that, according to 
California’s laws, does not exist. How does 
one teach a child to care about a country 
that does not honor his family in the most 
basic way? 

Last week Jesse’s fifth grade homework 


assignment included making a sentence 
using the word “patriotic.” “What’s patriot¬ 
ic?” he asked. I must admit for a moment I 
felt guilty that we, his moms, had somehow 
not inculcated him with the concept. Grow¬ 
ing up in a small, mid-western town, I 
thought I knew all about patriotism by the 
second grade. But the definition of patrio¬ 
tism I grew up with - the love of God and 
country - just doesn’t work for Jesse, or 
the 100,000 other children growing up 
outside the legal system in California 
simply because their parents are les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, or transgender. 

So I told my son, “It means vot¬ 
ing in elections. Like if you care 
about the country you live in, you 
try to make it a better place.” So 
Jesse wrote: “Patriotism is 
voting.” I guess that was 
as good a definition to 
start with as any. 

Vermont’s decision totally messes with 
the religious and political far right’s current 
ability to scapegoat our families. It is based 
“on the statutory and constitutional basis for 
exclusion of same-sex couples from the sec¬ 
ular benefits and protections offered married 
couples.” The Vermont court has acknowl¬ 
edged the obvious - that good families can 
and do exist outside the box of traditional, 
heterosexual marriage - and therefore it is 
the state’s duty to protect all of its families. 

For those of us who want to have the 
right - if we choose it - to form a legal fam¬ 
ily, the Vermont decision comes as a sun¬ 
beam of sanity in a country that, until now, 
has failed to recognize this most basic of 
human rights. We all deserve the chance to 
protect those we love. The isolation of our 


community on the basis of our love for one 
another is a cruel, hateful, and effective way 
of keeping our community from believing 
in itself. It is the taproot of all homophobia. 

And homophobia against our families 
especially hurts the young in our commu¬ 
nity. Queer youth and the children of les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, and transgender parents 
do not have enough life experience to al¬ 
ways understand that the discrimination 
and hatred directed at them, and their fam¬ 
ilies, is what is wrong - not them. 

California has far to go if we want to ever 
consider ourselves to be civil 
rights leaders in our country 
again. The California court sys¬ 
tem, except at its most basic, 
pragmatic level, has done 
painfully little not to sup¬ 
port the backwards view¬ 
point that our most inti¬ 
mate relationships are in¬ 
ferior and morally wrong, and do not de¬ 
serve the protections of our state. 

However, we can all vote. We can say 
“No” to Proposition 22 (the Knight anti-gay 
family initiative) on the March 7,2000 bal¬ 
lot in California. We can let all the people 
who maybe don’t know us as well as they 
should know us just how important voting 
against this hateful, divisive, and intrusive 
initiative will be in this upcoming election. 
We can and will send a strong, clear mes¬ 
sage to the extreme religious and political 
forces in California: Open hunting season 
on our families is over. ▼

Bradley’s a leader on gays in military 

Suddenly, “gays in the military” has become an im¬ 
portant issue for the 2000 elections. First, Bill Bradley 
criticized “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” (DADT) and 
pledged to allow gays to serve openly in the military, 
if elected. Now, both Hillary Clinton and A1 Gore 
have followed suit. Even President Clinton has ad¬ 
mitted that the policy he conceived is “out of whack” 
and should be reviewed. 

When Bill Clinton and A1 Gore flip-flop on such a 
major issue, you can bet the polls have changed on 
that issue as well. Indeed, the most recent numbers 
from National Gay and Lesbian Task Force’s Policy 
Institute indicate that 70 percent of Americans now 
support the right of gays and lesbians to serve in the 
military. 

The unquestionable leader in this debate has been 
presidential candidate Bill Bradley. Before the polls 
changed, before the current outcry over the blud¬ 
geoning death of Private First Class Barry Winchell, 
and before the discharge recommendation of Arizona 
Representative Steve May, Bradley acted on his prin¬ 
ciples and convictions to condemn DADT. Earlier this 
year on national television, Bradley questioned, “Why 
can a gay American serve openly in the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Treasury, in the U.S. State Depart¬ 
ment, in the office of the attorney general, 
in the White House, in Congress, and in 
the federal courts and not serve in the 
military? It’s just common sense that if 
gay Americans can be policemen, nuclear 
scientists, bricklayers, football players, 
doctors, and lawyers, then they can also 
be sergeants and generals.” Bradley ar¬ 
gued on many national TV news shows 
that DADT was wrong, and he did not back down or 
equivocate when challenged by questioners. 

What Bradley did is an example of leadership and 
how a leader leads. What Gore, Hillary Clinton, and 
President Clinton did was react to polls and events. 
They are followers, not leaders.

Library hours approved 

The San Francisco Public Library Commission 
voted at its December 6 meeting to maintain the cur¬ 
rent level of service hours in the library system, rather 
than approving a proposed reduction of two hours 
[“Library Commission disguises its cuts,” December 2]. 
However, to clarify a couple of points, no reduction in 
hours was ever proposed for the Mission branch. In 
fact, the approved new hours include an additional 
three hours for the children’s rooms at four branch¬ 
es, including the Mission branch. The biggest change 
will be that some branches, including Eureka Valley- 
Harvey Milk, will now be open from 1-6 p.m. on Sat¬ 
urdays, rather than noon-6 p.m. 

Information about proposed changes in hours was 
well publicized with news releases to the local media, 
a posting on the library’s website on the Internet, and 
at branch libraries. A citywide telephone survey and 
clipboard survey at each branch library, conducted by 
David Binder, indicated that the public is pleased with 
the present number of open hours. 

While it is clear from the article that Mr. Chaffee is 
a longtime critic of the Library Commission, it is not 
as apparent that he is an even bigger critic of the 
Friends & Foundation of the San Francisco Public Li¬ 
brary. This organization of generous donors raised 
over $30 million to furnish and equip the Main Li¬ 
brary, including the James Hormel Gay & Lesbian 
Center.

Circumcision, tobacco, 
infant formula connection 

What do cigarettes, infant formula and circumci¬ 
sion have in common? Their advocates have all relied 
on faulty medical evidence to promote their use in 
the world’s biggest consumer market, the United 
States. 

Medical “evidence” claimed tobacco would relieve 
stress and prevent weight gain. Infant formula was 
scientifically “proven” to be superior to breast milk. 
And now, Daniel Halperin and others claim that men 
can reduce their AIDS risk by cutting off part of their 
genitals. 

In all of these cases, the American public has awak¬ 
ened to the truth, which is why these damaging prod¬ 
ucts and practices have waned in popularity here. Ad¬ 
vocates, however, continue to search for more gullible 
“consumers” in unsuspecting developing nations of 
Africa. 

Shame on America and those in its medical com¬ 
munity who place profit ahead of ethics.

NOHARMM’s view on circumcision flap 

Circumcision advocacy is often based on flawed 
science or covert emotional bias among its promoters. 
From my telephone conversation earlier this year with 
Daniel Halperin, I know his advocacy of genital cut¬ 
ting stems from both. 

The HIV studies upon which he bases his conclu¬ 
sion (that the foreskin is an “Achilles’ heel”) are all se¬ 
riously flawed. They disregard numerous confound¬ 
ing social, religious, or sexual factors. According to 
our African colleagues opposing the spread of female 
genital cutting, the female labia’s “vulnerability” to 
HIV is also cited by biased doctors there to justify the 
custom of female “circumcision.” 

Halperin also believes no systematic evidence doc¬ 
uments that circumcision desensitizes the penis. He 
must have been asleep for the past four years. Taylor’s 
research ( British Journal of Urology, 1996) revealed 
specialized sensory bands on the inner foreskin lin¬ 
ing, making the foreskin “an important component 
of the overall sensory mechanism of the human 
penis.” It noted that circumcision ablates about “51 
percent of the length of the penile shaft” skin, or ap¬ 
proximately 15 square inches of the most densely 

nerve-laden tissue of the adult penis. 

Fifteen years ago, many doctors believed 
babies didn’t feel the pain of unanes¬ 
thetized circumcision because “science” 
had not yet proven what was even then 
obvious from the infants’ unearthly 
screams: babies do-feel pain. Although 
the January 1999 British Journal of 
Urology reported findings from our 
_survey of 500 respondents document¬ 
ing the physical, sexual, and psycholog¬ 
ical damage of childhood circumcision, Halperin re¬ 
peats this medical mistake by holding out for “sci¬ 
ence” to prove the obvious: excising the most inner¬ 
vated and erogenous half of the penile skin reduces 
receptivity to the finer sensual pleasures of sex. 

The danger in Halperin’s position, which I already 
conveyed to him, is that promoting “voluntary” cir¬ 
cumcision among African men will result in them 
eventually subjecting their sons to “involuntary” cir¬ 
cumcision. Without proper legal safeguards to pro¬ 
tect the health and rights of children, genital cutting 
becomes an accepted social custom, as it has in the 
U.S., for which parents offer every imaginable excuse. 

Motivations for this abuse of science are found in 
Stein’s survey of physician attitudes about circumci¬ 
sion ( Journal of Family Practice, 1982). Genital cut¬ 
ting was favored by “older, male, and circumcised 
physicians” and “cultural, social, and historical im¬ 
peratives seem to be in control for physicians. 
Halperin and most circumcision advocates are them¬ 
selves circumcised or come from circumcising cul¬ 
tures. 

In “Circumcision: The Boundary of Ritual and 
Science” ( American Family Physician, 1990), Robert 
Dozor, M.D., warned, “Circumcision should not be 
routinely prescribed on the basis of beliefs disguised 
as science.” The belief that circumcision reduces AIDS 
risk has not been scientifically proven. Once again, 
however, AIDS gives new life to bad ideas.

The Pentagon’s pa¬ 
thetic response to the murder of a soldier perceived to 
be gay sends a message that is loud and clear. “What’s 
one gay man’s life worth? Nothing!” There are many 
more faggots who can be thrown on the fire to avoid 
taking responsibility for the complicity of hatred at 
the top levels of government.

Appreciates Bodfish coverage 

Great investigation by Ed Walsh, on the complex 
end of Margaret/Emmon Bodfish, elucidating Bod- 
fish’s world; few people, even who knew“Ems”, could 
report it as well. 

Two readers insist Walsh is “wrong” to use femi¬ 
nine pronouns for Bodfish, but didn’t know “Ems”. 
While I did, and Ems told me which set to use, even 
so, either set is arguably right/arguably wrong. 

Much as Ems firmly told me she was a woman, 
other friends were told the opposite. After Ems’s mur¬ 
der, when we met each other, we all learned many 
people close to Ems had been told the opposite of 
whatever the rest had. (Only a few of us use “Ems” - 
her girlhood nickname.) 

Ems grew up in the 1940s enjoying the outdoors - 
but it was proscribed by her mom, who, one summer, 
wanted even worse to keep Ems out of “teen trouble”, 
so hired her out to a friend. Thus did Ems find work 
she loved - plumbing - which gave her mom no end 
of chagrin; it was “dirty”, “not nice”, and often, out¬ 
doors. Her mom hated Ems’s (well-paid) “embar¬ 
rassing” career. But Ems capitalized on others’ dis¬ 
tastes, and always crashed conventional taboos. 


Her male guise began by chance, she said, when a 
[male] store clerk mistook her for a man, in the early 
1970s - hardly difficult, with Ems, then one of just 
two women plumbers in the U.S., sporting hair “as 
long as many male construction workers’”, and wear¬ 
ing shapeless coveralls and a tool belt. But only one 
thing shocked her about being called “Sir”, she said: 
how respectfully she suddenly was treated - better 
than ever, at work. And, she knew she’d be safe, in a 
“male” look, in tough neighborhoods where work 
took her. 

When Pat Califia wrote the B.A.R. about using 
feminine pronouns, Walsh’s only sources about Bod¬ 
fish did likewise. Califia’s letter, and - God help us - 
the Human Rights Commission’s, annoy me greatly, 
for presumptuously “correcting” Walsh when Bodfish 
either wouldn’t, or would uphold his choice. Regard¬ 
less, she’d not call it the worst treatment. 

Some proximity to “Transgenderia” - even friend¬ 
ship with Holly Woodlawn - taught me not to guess 
what anyone prefers to be called, or why. Bodfish used 
both genders, and varying preference. No one need 
be scolded for using either. If Walsh feels “right” now, 
using masculine pronouns for Bodfish, please, no 
angry torch-bearers for that. 

Bodfish’s idea of which best labeled “Emself” (may 
I coin pronouns?) varied in time, too. Anyone might 
rightly say the (chosen) male identity’s predominant, 
since the other’s a default (from birth). But without 
“reassignment” surgery, and, despite thoroughness in 
paperwork, never having applying for “naturalized” 
male “status”, despite a legal change to a man’s name 
- as Walsh reports, Ems was born and “died a 
woman.” 

Ems’s two-fold, genuine annihilation, which Cal¬ 
ifia and the Human Rights Commission should 
abhor, included hysterectomy at age 30 - after a doc¬ 
tor said, as the American Medical Association still 
holds, that a womb won’t turn cancerous if removed. 
The logic’s hermetic, but a biopsy showed the surgery 
pathologically frivolous. 

As do hysterectomy survivors, Ems “went from age 
30 to twice that”, in days. The ill-health she was bat¬ 
tling also grew worse, and she learned her then- 
boyfriend saw her convalescence as “a drag,” although 
he’d argued for surgery. He left her, a young mother, 
ill, suddenly and entirely without income, alone, with 
6-year-old Max (then named John). 

Murdering Ems - certainly not comparable to pro¬ 
nouns use or misuse - probably wasn’t spurred by 
anti-TG sentiment. The murderer could be assumed 
antithetical to lots of rights and views; Ems’s short list 
includes: wealth, capitalism, animal rights, Paganism, 
anti-gun control, pro-hunting, pro-petroleum-burn- 
ing vehicles, ardent and radical feminism, anti-hys¬ 
terectomy, pro-choice - and just to complicate the 
mix, she was on both sides of a variety of grudges; 
and, yes, TG. 

The murderer probably didn’t care a whit for or 
against the Ems we so loved; he (forgive my pronoun, 
if wrong) probably just wanted money. 

Ems and I agreed: private parts are private. Using 
them to address is UNdress. To whom does it matter 
what our gender is? Only for a short interval, for fun 
and/or important activities, does anyone have a right 
or need to know another’s genitalia; if we never used 
titles or pronouns which suggest we know others’ 
pelvic pertuberances, the world would go on - per¬ 
haps better - even if not for sad souls who want what¬ 
ever privilege accrues from a few inches of or inden¬ 
tations in crotchy flesh. They may refer to their own 
gender as sanctimoniously as they wish. Bodfish 
would agree.

As for Brown, who will be 69 
when his second term ends,

seat in the state Senate, getting 
himself elected as president pro 
tern - the Legislature’s most pow¬ 
erful position - and dominating 
Capitol politics for another eight 
years.”

While all the votes haven’t yet 
been tabulated, Hallinan’s lead is 
growing as more ballots are 
counted. Hallinan’s apparent win 
brought relief to some of his fans, 
however. A week before the elec¬ 
tion, one of the city’s best-known 
dope dealers fretted on Castro 
Street that “If (Bill) Fazio wins I 
might go to jail.” A real testament 
to Hallinan’s office, I must say. 

As for that door hanger put 
out by the Harvey Milk LGBT De¬ 
mocratic Club claiming that “Ter¬ 
ence Hallinan has been a champi¬ 
on of our rights for more than 30 
years” - Harvey Milk must be 
spinning in his grave over that 
one.

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Cause without a rebel

O rganizers of the Millennium 
March on Washington 
(MMOW) are looking for 
input. They offer three ways for 
you to cast your vote - by fax, by 
mail, or by e-mail. The online ad¬ 
dress is MOW2000@aol.com. I’m 
trying not to be a cynic here at the 
fin de siecle, but it seems to me 
that the com (as in dot.com) is an 
abbreviation for complacency. 

The platform ballot is a multi¬ 
ple choice. You can vote for up to 
five issues you would like ad¬ 
dressed by the March. Trouble is, 
the issues are so broadly and 
blandly painted that they might as 
well have put motherhood and 
apple pie right alongside Child 
Custody and Adoption Rights. 
How the issues will be addressed 
once voted for is unclear. Securing 
the same custody and adoption 
rights for homosexuals that het¬ 
erosexuals have seems reasonable, 
but it’s less clear what a vote for 
GLBT Aging Issues or GLBT 
Global Issues might mean. 

I admit that I’m being hard on 
March organizers. I know it’s diffi¬ 
cult to harness the voices of a na¬ 
tional GLBT public. Most probably 
don’t even have e-mail, and since 
we could never reach any kind of 
consensus, voting offers a chance to 
quantify our winning issues. 

Furthermore, I do know that 
queer parenting remains a radical 
act and an everyday occurrence in 
America. I want to Fight for our 
right to raise children as much as 
the next guy. But it seems to me 
that the only platform at the 
March should be the one from 
which speakers express their right¬ 
eousness and their rage. Political 
parties have platforms. A march 
should have a list of demands. 

If this is the activism of the 
next millennium, then we can all 
take two giants steps backwards. 
We have lost the cutting edge we 
once had. Where are the extrem¬ 
ists when you need them so that 
you can compromise as progres¬ 
sively as possible? While I suspect 
that I am a centrist at heart, I don’t 
believe that a movement for social 
change should lead with its center. 
It should settle, but not start there. 

While the ballot serves as a 
strong reminder of how many in¬ 
justices remain against us, the in¬ 
dividual items are listed in ways 
that make it hard to prioritize or 
compare. Those that seem most 
specific might be for feasible ac¬ 
tion items, but that should make 
them the highest priority. Even 
the very framing of some issues is 
too limiting for my taste. 

For instance, the top item list¬ 
ed, and I presume them random¬ 
ly placed, is Hate Crimes Legisla¬ 
tion. Well, hate crimes legislation 
is only one kind of response to the 
violence against gay men, les¬ 


bians, bisexuals, and transgender 
people, and, if you ask me, the vi¬ 
olence against us is the issue. 
Though hate crimes legislation 
may offer a more palatable judi¬ 
cial response to such acts, the leg¬ 
islation itself is unlikely to put a 
dent in the actual problem. 

Hate crimes legislation is the 
playground version of telling the 
teacher that classmate A is bullying 
classmate B. It will get the bully in 
trouble, but it probably won’t put 
an end to the Fights on the play¬ 
ground. Where is the real and pre¬ 
sent resistance? Hate 
crimes legislation may 
or may not be a right 
step for our country, but 
in my shrillest and most 
defiant voice I still want 
to ask, “What are we 
doing to stop the vio¬ 
lence?” Where is the 
Bash Back move¬ 
ment? How about 
a set of bumper 
stickers with a gun¬ 
point: Armed until it is safe to be 
queer in America. Another gun- 
toting gay voter. If you can defend 
marriage, we should be able to de¬ 
fend ourselves. Or, simply, No, 
that’s not a banana in my pocket. 

' Okay, I’ve gone overboard. I 
don’t really mean it. I’m a believer 
in non-violence, after all. I vote. I 
pay my taxes. I stand and sing the 
national anthem at ball games. But 
this platform thing is so squeaky 
clean and without teeth that I just 
about want to sticker the Castro 
and pierce my nipples. 

Next on the list is Right To 
Marry. Certainly that’s a timely 
issue since Hawaii’s Supreme 
Court just washed out hopes of 
gay marriage last week by ruling 
that a 1998 voter-approved consti¬ 
tutional amendment gives the state 
permission to reserve the right to 
marry for opposite-sex couples. 

Vermont now stands alone in 
offering the possibility of legaliz¬ 
ing same-sex marriage in the near 
future. It seems fitting that the 
state which gave America it’s most 
delicious same-sex duo, if not 
couple, should eventually be the 
state to offer legal queer marriage. 
Perhaps it’s time for Ben and Jerry 
to release some new flavors of the 
month: “Same Sex Jimmies,” 
“Peter, Paul Get Married,” and 
“Let Them Cut Cake.” Or, if 
there’s something that the ice 
cream moguls have been trying to 
tell us, they could come out with 
“Ben and Jerry Marry Berry.” 

So, instead of a March on 
Washington, perhaps we should 
put all our eggs in one wedding 
basket and make it a March on 
Burlington. 

And all the while Knight is 
falling on Californians - Knight 
initiative, that is, Proposition 22, 
the state’s nasty little version of 
the Defense of Marriage Act. 

David Orgon Coolidge, direc¬ 


tor of the Marriage Law Project, 
has the gall to write that “Propo¬ 
sition 22 is not about same-sex 
couples.” Oh, really? Could have 
fooled me! So, other than exclud¬ 
ing the estimated 400,000 same- 
sex couples living in California 
from marrying or allowing this 
state to recognize the validity of 
such a ceremony that takes place 
in another state, which couples 
does the Knight initiative write 
out of marriage rights? 

According to Coolidge, “It is 
about whether Californians will be 
allowed to decide for 
themselves how marriage 
will be deFined in this 
state.” So, with apologies 
to Sojourner Truth but 
j confidence that she’d be 
on my side, I ask: And 
ain’t I a Californian? 
Shall I decide for you, 
Mr. Coolidge, how 
to define your 
marriage? 

Of course, 
Proposition 22 doesn’t really do 
anything our “friends” in Washing¬ 
ton haven’t already done. Penned by 
elected officials and signed by our 
not-so-gay-friendly-after-all presi¬ 
dent, DOMA makes it quite clear 
that queers are not welcome to walk 
the aisles of holy matrimony. In 
short, we’re second-class citizens 
with second-class relationships in 
the eyes of our national govern¬ 
ment. The Knight initiative is geared 
to rub it in and remind us that we’re 
second-class Californians too. 

So maybe it’s time that the 
800,000 people in California’s 
400,000 same-sex couples decide 
to pay second-class taxes. Perhaps, 
in protest of Knight’s initiative, all 
queer Californians should with¬ 
hold their tax payments. Or, bet¬ 
ter yet, to show good faith toward 
the state, all tax-paying gay men 
and lesbians in California could 
set up a fund in escrow to which 
we’d all send what we would owe 
the state if we were first-class citi¬ 
zens. The state would not receive 
our tax payments until we receive 
equal rights. It seems fair. Or, we 
could withhold a symbolic 10 per¬ 
cent of our taxes and offer it in¬ 
stead to those organizations fight¬ 
ing for our rights. Perhaps it’s time 
to bring back civil disobedience. 

For the record, the other planks 
to the MMOW platform up for 
vote are as follows: Non-Discrimi¬ 
nation in Employment, Right to 
Serve Our Country, Lesbian 
Health Issues, AIDS/HIV Issues, 
Immigration Issues, GLBT Youth 
Issues, Overturning Anti-GLBT 
Laws, and Right to Privacy/Choice. 

There is also room for a write- 
in. So, I checked the box marked 
“Other” and considered writing in 
“Let our progress be progressive,” 
or “Unleash the movement,” or 
“Bring back the radical fringe.” 

But out of habit I just wrote in 
“Tom Ammiano for Mayor.” ▼ 
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Who is Frank Kameny?

December 1957 (42 years ago 
this month): Frank Kameny is dis¬ 
charged from the U.S. Army Map 
Service for being gay. 

T he son of middle-class Jew¬ 
ish New Yorkers, Frank Ka¬ 
meny (b. 1925) was a child 
prodigy who entered college to 
study physics at the tender age of 
15. His education, however, was 
interrupted by active duty in the 
armed forces during World War II. 

In the mid-1950s, while en¬ 
rolled in the Ph.D. program in as¬ 
tronomy at Harvard, Kameny 
spent a year at the University of 
Arizona doing research. While in 
Tucson, he came out to himself 
and began frequenting the city’s 
gay nightlife. “I took to it like a 
duck to water,” he later quipped. 

After earning his Ph.D. in 
1956, Kameny accepted a teaching 
position at Georgetown Universi¬ 
ty in Washington, D.C. After 
one academic year, he 
moved to a civil service 
job with the U.S. Army 
Map Service in July 1957. 

However, Kameny’s gay 
identity soon clashed with his 
professional life. “I wasn’t 
about to be [a covert 
kind of person] sim¬ 
ply because I was 
working for the gov¬ 
ernment,” he told an interviewer. 
Late one night in Lafayette Park, a 
popular gay cruising area across 
from the White House, Kameny 
was arrested “for investigation” of 
a morals charge but quickly re¬ 
leased. 

Nothing came of the incident 
immediately. But that fall, Kame¬ 
ny was on assignment in Hawaii 
when his supervisor requested his 
immediate return to Washington. 
An investigator with the Civil Ser¬ 
vice Commission had been tipped 
off about Kameny’s arrest. After 
only a few months on the job, Ka¬ 
meny was fired from the Map Ser¬

federal government. 

Even though this was the start 
of the Space Age and his skills 
were in demand, Kameny was un¬ 
able to find employment. “I 
was living for about eight 
months on 20 cents’ worth 
of food a day,” he recalled of 
those hard times. “It was a 
great day if I could afford 
five cents more and put a 
pat of butter on my mashed 
potatoes.” In 1959, 
Kameny finally 
found a fallback po¬ 
sition in physics. 
Kameny’s experience spurred 
him to militant activism. “My dis¬ 
missal amounted to a declaration 
of war against me by the govern¬ 
ment,” Kameny said. “And I tend 
not to lose my wars.” 

Kameny went through a 
lengthy process of suing the gov¬ 
ernment to get his job back, but 
all of his efforts and appeals 
failed. After three years, Kameny’s 
attorney retired from the case and 
advised Kameny to give up the 
fight, too. But the activist decided 
to pursue it on his own and 
learned how to file a writ with the 
U.S. Supreme Court. In March 
1961, however, the high court re¬ 
jected Kameny’s petition to hear 
his case. “That ended the formal 
case,” he explained, “but not the 
battle. The time had come to fight 
collectively.” 

With advice from the New 
York City chapter of the Matta- 
chine Society, Kameny and a 
friend established the Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. branch of that organiza¬ 
tion, which had started 10 years 
earlier in Los Angeles. The first 
meeting of the D.C. chapter, held 
on November 15, 1961, drew 
about 12 men and women, who 
elected Kameny as the new 
group’s president. 

Unlike many other gay leaders 
of the time, Kameny embraced di¬ 
rect action along the lines of the 
black civil rights movement. “The 
[gay] movement of those days was 


very unassertive, apologetic, and 
defensive,” Kameny noted. Instead 
of accommodating the established 
opinion that homosexuals were 
sick and perverted, Kameny be¬ 
lieved that gay people should fight 
a “down-to-earth, grass-roots, 
sometimes tooth-and-nail” battle. 

In 1962, the Washington Mat- 
tachine began its direct-action 
campaign. The first move was to 
send out a news release about its 
formation to President Kennedy, 
members of Congress, the 
Supreme Court, and all the Cabi¬ 
net secretaries. It also began pub¬ 
lishing a newsletter called The 
Gazette , putting officials like J. 
Edgar Hoover on the mailing list 
- much to the FBI chief’s dismay. 

Under Kameny’s leadership, 
the D.C. Mattachine charged to 
the forefront of the nascent gay 
rights movement. The chapter fo¬ 
cused on trying to reform the 
government’s exclusionary poli¬ 
cies toward homosexuals in feder¬ 
al employment and successfully 
lobbied the American Civil Liber¬ 
ties Union to take up the cause. 
They also organized the first gay 
demonstration of the White 
House in April 1965, in which a 
handful of gay men in suits and 
lesbians in dresses carried plac¬ 
ards reading “First Class Treat¬ 
ment for Homosexuals” and 
“Civil Service Commission is Un- 
American.” 

A few months later, the U.S 
Court of Appeals for the first time 
decided that the rejection of an 
application for federal employ¬ 
ment on the grounds of “homo¬ 
sexual conduct” was “too vague.” 
The Civil Service Commission, 
the court ruled in Scott vs. Macy , 
failed to state “why that conduct 
related to occupational compe¬ 
tence or fitness.” Dogged by a long 
line of similar court cases, the 
Civil Service Commission formal¬ 
ly amended its anti-gay policy in 
1975. After 18 years, Kameny was 
vindicated. 

Following the Stonewall riots, 
the D.C. Mattachine was eclipsed 
by newer gay groups. Although 
his leadership waned, Kameny’s 
activism continued. In 1971, he 
ran as an out gay man to be D.C.’s 
non-voting delegate to Congress. 
He garnered only 1.6 percent of 
the vote, but the campaign 
showed that gay people would 
turn out to vote as a bloc - thus 
helping to pave the way for future 
electoral activism. For his pio¬ 
neering efforts, Kameny is consid¬ 
ered one of the fathers of the gay 
rights movement. T

and in the process, got to know 
some of the city’s “old guard.”

A series of inci¬ 
dents in Rhode Island in the sum¬ 
mer, and questions from the busi¬ 
ness and nonprofit communities 
are adding pressure on the group 
to reverse its policy. 

Domestic partner (DP) ben¬ 
efits are gaining increased accep¬ 
tance in the workplace, fueled by a 
strong economy where companies 
are competing for good employ¬ 
ees. It is led by the most advanced 
and competitive industry sectors. 
This year numerous municipali¬ 
ties and the state of California 
joined those ranks. So it was a 
shock when the newly merged en¬ 
ergy giant Exxon-Mobil an¬ 
nounced that it would keep DP 
benefits for employees of the later 
but not adopt them for the for¬ 
mer, as has generally been the case 
with past mergers. Opposition is 
mobilizing within the community 
and among pension plans that 
control large blocks of stock. 

Religion continues to grapple 
with the existence of lesbian and 
gay people of faith. The spotlight 
this year was on the Methodists 
and minister Jimmy Creech, 
who was defrocked for perform¬ 
ing a commitment ceremony for 
gay partners. The Vatican cracked 
down on Father Robert Nugent 
and Sister Jeannine Gramickfor 
even talking about gays in a posi¬ 
tive manner. Many of the faithful 
in this country took it as yet an¬ 
other example of how far out of 
touch Rome is with western soci¬ 
ety in this century. 

The Reverends Mel White, 
Jerry Falwell, and hundreds of 
their followers met in a surprising 
rapprochement in Lynchburg, 
Virginia in the fall. It is too early 
to tell if it was window dressing or 
the beginning of something more 
significant among evangelicals. 

It was a bad year for Pat 
Robertson as community pres¬ 


sure forced the Bank of Scotland 
to drop a deal that would have 
been very lucrative for the tele¬ 
vangelist. 

AIDS 

The miracle of protease in¬ 
hibitors (PI) largely continues to 
hold. The cloud on this horizon is 
that opportunistic infections are 
again creeping back up in num¬ 
bers, which indicates that Pis 
work better for some people than 
for others. 

This fall, the Food and Drug 
Administration declined to ap¬ 
prove an AIDS drug for the first 
time in the history of the epidem¬ 
ic. The nucleotide analog adefovir 
simply was not that powerful, car¬ 
ried significant but manageable 
side effects, and was hampered by 
poor proof of how to use it. 
Gilead Sciences, the sponsor, sub¬ 
sequently decided todrop devel¬ 
opment and concentrate on a sec¬ 
ond-generation product now en¬ 
tering clinical trials. This caused 
barely a ripple in the AIDS com¬ 
munity, something impossible to 
imagine only a few years ago. 

Stability at home allowed ac¬ 
tivists and the media to focus on 
the huge and escalating problems 
of HIV throughout the world. 
Nations such as Zimbabwe have 
lost the entire gain in life ex¬ 
pectancy made since World War 
II, an average of two decades in 
life span. A quarter of the adult 
population may be infected in 
southern Africa. The economic 
impact is devastating. 

Activists had some success at 
turning around the Clinton ad¬ 
ministration policy that ham¬ 
pered foreign governments’ ef¬ 
forts to procure AIDS therapies at 
reduced cost. But many of those 
governments feel that even with 
slashed prices, the drugs remain 
far too expensive to consider for 
widespread use in their nations. 

A vaccine against HIV infec¬ 
tion remains the best hope for 
much of the world. This year saw 
the start of the first large-scale 
human trials of an HIV vaccine in 
the U.S., Uganda, and Thailand. 
Researchers see these trials as 
more of a learning process than a 
final product. It will be several 
years before results are known. 

Politics 

San Francisco was home to 
two of the biggest political sym¬ 
bols in 1999. James Hormel’s 
travails in becoming the first 
openly gay ambassador, in this 
case to the Grand Duchy of Lux¬ 
embourg, ended when President 
Clinton made a “recess appoint¬ 
ment” at the start of June and 
Hormel was sworn in on the 29th. 

Tom Ammiano’s November 
write-in effort sent shock waves 
throughout the Bay Area and 
made him the first serious openly 
gay candidate for mayor of a

major American city. Better yet, 
the fact that he was gay had little 
negative impact on the campaign, 
however, Ammiano lost the race. 

The political tide seems to 
have turned in many states and 
localities, though the fight for 
equality is far from over. Proposed 
gay-friendly legislation sur¬ 
passed the negative for the first 
time in history. The number of 
openly lesbian or gay elected offi¬ 
cials continues to inch upward, 
including the first gay Republican 
mayor, Dan Stewart of Platts¬ 
burgh, New York. 

Congress was noticeably qui¬ 
eter on gay issues this year after 
the landmark defeat of the anti¬ 
gay Hefley amendment last year. 
The brunt of hateful amendments 
fell on measures affecting the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia, and even there 
an attempt to prohibit gays from 
adopting was turned back. 

The Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign (HRC) was not able to 
muster enough support to push 
through the Employment Non- 
Discrimination Act (ENDA). Hate 
crimes legislation “passed” the 
Senate on a procedural agreement 
but died in conference. 

The Federal Elections Com¬ 
mission reined in the Christian 
Coalition on its “non-partisan” 
political activity, while a number 
of key employees fled the organi¬ 
zation, contributing to its waning 
influence. Meanwhile Gary 
Bauer, formally with the Family 
Research Council and the self- 
proclaimed presidential candidate 
of the Christian right, continues 
to hover around 1 percent in na¬ 
tional polls of likely voters. 

As the year ends, the Democ¬ 
ratic candidates for president - 
Vice President A1 Gore and for¬ 
mer New Jersey Senator Bill 
Bradley - are ardently courting 
the gay vote while the leading Re¬ 
publican candidates, George W. 
Bush and John McCain, have at 
least forsworn gay-bashing of the 
Pat Buchanan variety. All of 
these four have openly gay mem¬ 
bers in their campaign organiza¬ 
tions. 

The Millennium March on 
Washington had enough opposi¬ 
tion, dissension, and internal up¬ 
heavals to sink most groups. It is 
still afloat. But organizational sur¬ 
vival by itself will not be enough 
to carry out the demanding tasks 
of organizing a successful march. 
The clock is ticking on this one. T

D eath stalked the coverage of 
gay and lesbian issues this 
year. Matthew Shepard 
lived again in the trial of his killers 
in Laramie, Wyoming. The in¬ 
trigue surrounding Billy Jack 
Gaither’s beating and incinera¬ 
tion in rural Alabama was a 
Southern Gothic interpretation of 
the same tale. The bludgeoning of 
Private First Class Barry 
Winched while he slept in an 
Army barracks at Fort Campbell, 
Kentucky sparked a renewed as¬ 
sault on the failed policy of 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” 
(DADT). 

DADT remains the single most 
egregious example of overt gov¬ 


ernment discrimination against 
its gay and lesbian citizens. So the 
renewed and increasing opposi¬ 
tion to that policy in the main¬ 
stream media is a welcome sign. 

Bill Bradley, Hillary Clinton, 
Bill Clinton, and Al Gore recent¬ 
ly and successively have come to 
voice words of opposition to as¬ 
pects of the policy and its imple¬ 
mentation. But it is important to 
remember that three of these peo¬ 
ple are at the very pinnacle of an 
administration that had the 
power to prevent such mis-imple- 
mentation, yet they did not do so. 

The ongoing pursuit of Army 
Reserve Lieutenant and Arizona 
legislator Steve May under 
DADT will ensure that the issue 
remains on public view through¬ 
out the primary campaign season.

CRIXIVAN can be taken with a light meal or on an empty stomach. Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN 
may develop kidney stones. For some, this can lead to more severe kidney problems, including kidney 
failure. Drinking at least 6 glasses of water each day may help reduce the chance of forming a kidney stone. 
Other side effects reported include rapid breakdown of red blood cells and liver problems. 

As with other protease inhibitors, changes in body fat, increased bleeding in some patients with hemophilia, 
and increased blood sugar levels or diabetes have been reported.

Please read this information before you start taking CRIXIVAN. Also, read the leaflet each time you renew your prescription, just in case anything has changed. Remember, this leaflet does not 
take the place of careful discussions with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss CRIXIVAN when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. You should remain under a 
doctor’s care when using CRIXIVAN and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 


What is CRIXIVAN? 

CRIXIVAN is an oral capsule used for the treatment of HIV (Human Immunodeficiency Virus). 
HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune deficiency syndrome). CRIXIVAN is a type 
of HIV drug called a protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

How does CRIXIVAN work? 

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting 
illnesses associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of HIV in your body (called 
“viral load") and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 
CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed with other anti-HIV drugs such as ZDV (also called AZT), 3TC, ddl, 
ddC, or d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV drugs. Talk with your doctor about 
how you should take CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in children and 
adolescents have not been established. 

How should I take CRIXIVAN? 

There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1 . Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue taking CRIXIVAN 
unless your doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to take, 
right from the very start. To help make sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip doses or 
take “drug holidays”. If you don’t take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may be reduced 
(due to resistance). 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock, every day. It may be easier 
to remember to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. If you have questions 
about when to take CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care provider can help you decide what 
schedule works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose at the regu¬ 
larly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 hours, take your missed dose 
immediately. Then take your next dose at the regularly scheduled time. Do not take more or less 
than your prescribed dose of CRIXIVAN at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such as skjm or norv 
fat milk, juice, coffee, or tea. 

5. Ideally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least one hour before 
or two hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a !igM meal. Examples of light 
meals include: 

dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with skim or non-fat milk and sugar if you want) 
corn flakes with skjm or non-fat milk and sugar 

Do not take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, fat, and pro¬ 
tein (for example — a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the same time as CRIXIVAN, 
these foods can interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed into your bloodstream and may lessen 
its effect. 

6. It is critical that you drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquids (preferably water) 
throughout the day, every day. CRIXIVAN can cause kidney stones. Having enough flu¬ 
ids in your body should help reduce the chances of forming a kidney stone. Call your doctor 
or other health care provider if you develop kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back 
pain) or blood in the urine. 

Does CRIXIVAN cure HIV or AIDS? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infections or other 
conditions associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for you to remain under the care 
of a doctor. Although CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS, CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances 
of getting illnesses, including death, associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in 
all patients. 

Does CRIXIVAN reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact 
or blood contamination. 

Who should not take CRIXIVA N? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any of its components. 

What other medical pr oblems or conditions should I discuss w i th mv doc tor? 

Talk to your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do not yet know 
how CRIXIVAN affects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 

Also talk to your doctor if you have: 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver disease caused by cirrhosis. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Diabetes 

■ Hemophilia 

■ High cholesterol and you are taking cholesterol-lowering medicines called “statins”. 

Tell your doctor about any medicines you are taking or plan to take, including non-prescription 
medicines. 


Can CRIXIVAN be taken with other medicatio ns?* * 

Drugs you should not take with CRIXIVAN: 

SELDANE® (terfenadine) HISMANAL® (astemizole) 

VERSED® (midazolam) HALCION® (triazolam) 

PROPULSID® (cisapride) Ergot medications (e.g., Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

Taking CRIXIVAN with the above medications could result in serious or life-threatening problems 
(such as irregular heartbeat or excessive sleepiness). 

In addition, you should not take CRIXIVAN with rifampin, known as RIFADIN®, RIFAMATE®, RIFATER®, 
or RIMACTANE®. 

Drugs you can take with CRIXIVAN include: 

RETROVIR® (zidovudine, ZDV also called AZT) EPIVIR’“ (lamivudine, 3TC) 

ZERIT® (stavudine, d4T) isoniazid (INH) 

BACTRIM®/SEPTRA® (trimethoprim/sulfamethoxazole) DIFLUCAN® (fluconazole) 

BIAXIN® (clarithromycin) ORTHO-NOVUM 1 /35® (oral contraceptive) 

TAGAMET® (cimetidine) Methadone 

VIDEX® (didanosine, ddl) — If you take CRIXIVAN with VIDEX®, take them at least one hour apart. 
MYCOBUTIN® (rifabutin) — If you take CRIXIVAN with MYCOBUTIN®, your doctor may adjust both 
the dose of MYCOBUTIN and the dose of CRIXIVAN. 

NIZORAL® (ketoconazole) - If you take CRIXIVAN with NIZORAL®, your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN. 
RESCRPTOR®(delavirdine) - If you take CRIXIVAN with RESCRFTOR?your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN. 
SPORANOX 8 (itraconazole) - If you take CRIXIVAN with SPORANOX®, your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN. 
SUSTIVA™ (efavirenz)- If you take CRIXIVAN with SUSTIVA™, your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN. 
Talk to your doctor about any medications you are taking. 

What are the possible side effects of CRIXIVAN? 

Like all prescription drugs. CRIXIVAN can cause side effects. The following is not a complete list of 
side effects reported with CRIXIVAN when taken either alone or with other anti-HIV drugs. Do not 
rely on this leaflet alone for information about side effects. Your doctor can discuss with you a more 
complete list of side effects. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN developed kidney stones. In some of these patients this 
led to more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure or inflammation of the kidneys. 
Drinking at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably water) each day should help reduce 
the chances of forming a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop 
kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Some patients treated with CRjXIVAN have had rapid breakdown of red blood cells (hemolytic ane¬ 
mia) which in some cases was severe or resulted in death. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had liver problems including liver failure and death. Some patients 
had other illnesses or were taking other drugs. It is uncertain if CRIXIVAN caused these liver problems. 
Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in patients taking protease inhibitors. 
In some of these patients, this led to ketoacidosis, a serious condition caused by poorly controlled 
blood sugar. Some patients had diabetes before starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some 
patients required adjustments to their diabetes medication. Others needed new diabetes medication. 
In some patients with hemophilia, increased bleeding has been reported. 

Severe muscle pain and weakness have occurred in patients taking protease inhibitors, including 
CRIXIVAN, together with some of the cholesterol-lowering medicines called “statins.” Call your doc¬ 
tor if you develop severe muscle pain or weakness. 

Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking protease inhibitors. These changes may 
include increased amount of fat in the upper back and neck (“buffalo hump”), breast, and around 
the trunk. Loss of fat from the legs and arms may also happen. The cause and long term health effects 
of these conditions are not known at this time. 

Clinical Studies 

Increases in bilirubin (one laboratory test of liver function) have been reported in approximately 10% 
of patients. Usually, this finding has not been associated with liver problems. However, on rare occa¬ 
sions, a person may develop yellowing of the skin and/or eyes. 

Side effects occurring in 2% or more of patients included: abdominal pain, fatigue or weakness, 
flank pain, feeling unwell, nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, acid regurgitation, loss of appetite, dry mouth, 
back pain, headache, trouble sleeping, dizziness, taste changes, rash, upper respiratory infection, 
dry skin, and sore throat. 

Swollen kidneys due to blocked urine flow occurred rarely. 

Marketing Experience 

Other side effects reported since CRIXIVAN has been marketed 
include: allergic reactions; severe skin reactions; yellowing of thi 
skin and/or eyes; abdominal swelling; indigestion; inflammation 
of the kidneys; inflammation of the pancreas; joint pain; depress 
itching; hives; change in skin color; hair loss; ingrown toenails 
with or without infection; crystals in the urine; painful urination; 
and numbness of the mouth. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any other unusual 
symptoms. If the condition persists or worsens, seek 
medical attention. 

How should I store CRIXIVAN capsules? 

■ Keep CRIXIVAN capsules in the bottle they came in and at 
room temperature (59°- 86°F). 

■ Keep CRIXIVAN capsules dry by leaving the small desiccant 
“pillow” in the bottle. Keep the bottle closed. 


This medication was prescribed for your particular condition. Do not use it for any other condition or give it to anybody else. Keep CRIXIVAN 
and all medicines out of the reach of children. If you suspect that more than the prescribed dose of this medicine has been taken, contact 
your local poison control center or emergency room immediately.

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The San Francisco LGBT Pride 
Celebration Committee reported 
on February 16 that a few people 
had nominated Tinky Winky for 
grand marshal of the 1999 Pride 
Parade. Tinky Winky is a large 
purple Teletubby character from a 
children’s TV program. The nom¬ 
inations followed an outing 
“alert” issued the previous week 
from the Reverend Jerry Falwell. 
Falwell warned the American 
public that the non-gender specif¬ 
ic character was in fact a male 
closeted homosexual who posed a 
threat to young viewers, citing as 
evidence Tinky Winky’s male 
voice, the “magic bag” it carries, a 
triangle on its head, and its pur¬ 
ple color. 

On February 18, San Francis¬ 
co Supervisor Leslie Katz an¬ 
nounced plans to move forward 
with a city-funded temporary 
shelter for LGBT youth at the Eu¬ 
reka Valley Recreation Center in 
the Castro neighborhood. Katz 
said the shelter plan had been 
modified to address neighbor’s 
concerns. 

Jim Reid, a self-employed 
general contractor and openly gay 
candidate for San Francisco 
mayor, spent several nights in 
February sleeping in homeless 
shelters, saying he wanted to learn 
about the services provided - or 
not provided - to the city’s home¬ 
less. 

Four women, former sales as¬ 
sociates at the exclusive Chanel 
boutique in San Francisco’s 
Union Square, sued the store on 
February 8 in United States Dis¬ 
trict Court. The suit alleged sexu¬ 
al orientation and gender bias, 
claiming that the store’s openly 
gay manager forced women out of 
their positions so that he could 
hire gay men.

San Francisco Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano was sworn in as the 
city’s second openly gay president 
of the Board of Supervisors at a 
January 8 ceremony in the glow of 
the glamorously rejuvenated City 
Hall. Outgoing president, Super¬ 
visor Barbara Kaufman am¬ 
bushed Ammiano during the 
solemn ceremony, dubbing him 
“queen of the realm” as she 
presented him with a small feath¬ 
er scepter and gold tiara before an 
appreciative crowd. With a quip, 
the new board president took it all 
in stride: “We’re not in Kansas 
anymore.” 

United Airlines announced 
on Monday, January 11, that it 
would comply with the city of Los 
Angeles’ living wage ordinance 
while at the same time continuing 
to fight San Francisco’s equal ben¬ 
efits ordinance, which requires 
companies that do business with 
the city to offers benefits to do¬ 
mestic partners of their employ¬ 
ees if those benefits are offered to 
employee’s spouses. 

On January 12, the San Fran¬ 
cisco Department of Public 
Health announced “Positive Step,” 
a $140,000 back-to-work referral 
program for people recovering 
their health from AIDS-related ill¬ 
ness. 

On January 16, Sacramento 
lesbians Jeanne Barnett and 
Ellie Charlton were joined in a 
holy union at the Sacramento 
Convention Center. The Reverend 
Don Fado presided, and Fred 
Phelps and his homophobic pro¬ 
testers showed up to denounce 
the “wedding.” 

A man was found dead in the 
early morning hours of January 
17 in a police parking lot near the 
End Up night club in the South of 
Market neighborhood. Officers 
from the San Francisco Police De¬ 
partment said the man had been 
dead for about two days, and 
speculated that he may have over¬ 
dosed on gamma hydroxy bu¬ 
tyrate acid. The party drug, and 
its sister drug, gamma butyrolac- 


tone (GBL), were causing an in¬ 
creasing number of overdoses 
among late-night dancers at 
SOMA clubs. 

The San Francisco Human 
Rights Commission on January 
22 found New Leaf, a mental 
health and substance abuse 
agency serving the gay and lesbian 
community, guilty of sex dis¬ 
crimination against several male 
counselors. The counselors had 
charged they were not given as 
much supervision as their female 
counterparts. 

Twelve-year-old Life Scout 
Steve Cozza of Petaluma held a 
rally at San Francisco’s Union 
Square on January 23 as part of 
his campaign to pressure the Boys 
Scouts of America to drop its dis¬ 
criminatory policy excluding gays 
and lesbians from scouting. 

The San Francisco HIV Pre¬ 
vention Planning Council re¬ 
versed an earlier decision and 
voted overwhelmingly on January 
28 to follow the open meeting 
requirements of the city’s Sun¬ 
shine Ordinance, but not the even 
more open meeting requirements 
included in the state’s Ralph M. 
Brown Act. Following a complaint 
filed by the Bay Area Reporter , the 
city attorney’s office had recom¬ 
mended that the DPH advisory 
group comply with both laws. But 
HPPC members said that, as an 
advisory group to the city health 
department mandated under fed¬ 
eral guidelines, the HPPC should 
be able to meet in private sessions 
to talk about HIV prevention is¬ 
sues without public scrutiny. 

On January 29, the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention 
reported that rates of unprotect¬ 
ed anal sex appeared to be on the 
rise among gay and bisexual men 
in San Francisco. The report was 
based on local rates of rectal gon¬ 
orrhea, and surveys conducted by 
the Stop AIDS Project. 

February 

On the first day of the month, 
two community organizations 
based in San Francisco got new 
executive directors: former DPH 
AIDS Office staffer and nurse 
Marcy Fraser took over at Con¬ 
tinuum, a day care center for peo¬ 
ple with HIV/AIDS; longtime 
AIDS services organizer Avi Rose 
took the helm at Project Inform, 
a national HIV/AIDS treatment 
and advocacy organization. 

Mayor Willie Brown lost his 
temper on February 2 when re¬ 
porters asked about his using 
United Airlines to fly to New York 
and Washington, D.C., despite an 
ongoing legal battle with the city 
over the airline’s rejection of the 
equal benefits ordinance, and a 
boycott of the airline called by gay 
rights groups. 

Latino protesters were calling 
Latino tranny promoters and per¬ 
formers “racist mariposas” and 
other names on the night of Feb¬ 
ruary 2 outside the Stud, a South 
of Market gay nightclub that was 
hosting the second annual “Wet¬ 
back Night.” The Latino/as 
handed out fliers at the event offi¬ 
cially changing the name to “Mex¬ 
ican Heritage Night.” This didn’t 
deter protesters from spray-paint¬ 
ing the walls of the bar after clos¬ 
ing with inflammatory slogans, 
such as “Racist White Bitches.” 

Castro area parents and other 
community members at a packed 
Merchants of Upper Market and 
Castro meeting on February 4 of¬ 
fered a strong “not-in-my-back- 
yard” resistance to a city propos¬ 
al to turn the Eureka Valley Recre¬ 
ation Center’s auditorium into a 
temporary emergency nighttime 
shelter for about 30 LGBT youth. 
Supervisors Leslie Katz, Tom Am¬ 
miano, and Mark Leno had hoped 
to open the shelter by February 1, 
but the opening was delayed by 


the angry neighbors who were 
concerned that the shelter would 
be a “magnet” for youth to the 
neighborhood.

AIDS activist Reggie Williams 

Reggie Williams, an interna¬ 
tional HIV/AIDS and human 
rights activist best known as the 
founding director of the National 
Task Force on AIDS Prevention in 
San Francisco, died at an Amster¬ 
dam hospital of AIDS-related 
complications on February 7. 

Same-sex marriage supporters 
in San Francisco, Santa Cruz, and 
Berkeley celebrated the second 
annual Freedom to Marry Day 
on February 12 with peaceful 
protests, proclamations, and other 
commemorations. 

A bloodied Adam Colton, an 
openly gay Novato 17-year-old, 
collapsed as he stumbled into a 
classroom at San Marin High 
School on February 12 after his 
second alleged anti-gay assault 
in five months. He was rushed to 
a local hospital and treated for 
cuts and bruises. The word “fag” 
was scrawled on his stomach and 
forearm. Some 300 Marin Coun¬ 
ty residents attended a rally on 
February 20 to show their support 
for Colton and other recent hate 
crime victims in the area. 


The San Francisco District At¬ 
torney’s office appealed to the 
LGBT community for help in 
finding the killers of 41-year-old 
Eric Keller, a closeted bisexual 
and resident of San Jose who was 
found dead near Interstate 80 in 
Vacaville in the early morning 
hours of January 11. Investigators 
suspected the murder may have 
been an anti-gay hate crime, 
and said they believed Keller, who 
had been brutally assaulted, may 
have been tortured before his 
death. 

During the final week of the 
month, millionaire and former 
political consultant Clint Reilly 
announced his candidacy for 
mayor of San Francisco, and 
Board of Supervisors president 
Tom Ammiano told the Bay Area 
Reporter that after a meeting with 
Mayor Brown, he was “reassess¬ 
ing” both his decision to endorse 
Brown’s re-election bid, and to 
not enter the race himself. 

March 

The San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors voted unanimously 
on March 1 to permit the closing 
of one block of Castro Street on 
Easter Sunday to allow the Sis¬ 
ters of Perpetual Indulgence to 
stage their 20th anniversary cele¬ 
bration, which the Sisters had 
dubbed “Easter 1999: Two 
Decades of Decadence.” The 
board continued to revisit the 
issue for weeks in the face of ve¬ 
hement opposition from the 
Roman Catholic Church, which 
compared the charitable “nuns” to 
“neo-Nazis.” Defending the Sis¬ 
ters’ constitutional right to free 
speech as the controversy boiled 
over, board President Tom Ammi¬ 
ano delivered one of his trade- 
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specifically invited, San Francisco 
attorney Charlie Spiegel orga¬ 
nized a contingent anyway, and 
brought along his 22-month-old 
daughter Nora. “Real progress will 
be measured by where we are a 
year from now,” Spiegel said. “Not 
by what happens today.” 

The next week, AIDS activists 
blasted Davis for bis first state 
budget, whiclPproposed cutting 
$4.1 million from the AIDS Drug 
Assistance Program (ADAP), and 
maintaining his Republican pre¬ 
decessor’s flat-lining on HIV pre¬ 
vention funding. 

Petaluma became the first city 
in Sonoma County to offer do¬ 
mestic partner benefits to its em¬ 
ployees on January 4. With its 
unanimous vote, the City Council 
also created a registry for unmar¬ 
ried couples who live or work 
within its borders.

Conley Greene, an openly gay 
man who suffered five years of 
anti-gay harassment from his su¬ 
pervisor at the state Department 
of Health Services, including re¬ 
peated taunts of “faggot,” “fairy,” 
and other epithets, as well as 
physical intimidation, settled on 
March 1 for a “substantial mone¬ 
tary award” from the state agency. 
Greene also kept a job with DHS - 
in a different unit. 

The San Francisco HIV Ser¬ 
vices Planning Council, a com¬ 
munity panel chartered by the 
federal government to prioritize 
the city’s annual spending of Ryan 
White CARE Act funds, published 
an advertisement in early March 
seeking a qualified contractor to 
conduct a first-ever independent 
assessment of the city’s AIDS 
Office, officially called the De¬ 
partment of Public Health’s HIV 
Health Services Division. The as¬ 
sessment was expected to be com¬ 
plete by June. Noting that the 
planning council perceived an in¬ 
herent conflict of interest in AIDS 
Office staff also providing staff 
support for a council charged 
with evaluating the success or fail¬ 
ure of the AIDS Office’s work, co¬ 
chair Tom Calvanese said that his 
council also wanted its own per¬ 
manent staff.

Latina lesbian Lucrecia 
Bermudez, a progressive, an¬ 
nounced she was running for 
mayor of San Francisco on March 
8, International Women’s Day. 


Also on March 8, the Universi¬ 
ty of California at San Francisco 
and DPH announced that the first 
HIV vaccine trial ever to be con¬ 
ducted in the Bay Area was open 
to enrollment. Researchers ex¬ 
pected to recruit 300 local men 
who have sex with men for the 
national placebo-controlled 
study, which would evaluate the 
effectiveness of a recombinant 
vaccine known as AIDSVAX in 
preventing HIV infections. 

A San Francisco jury awarded 
$163,000 on March 10 to Steve Ia- 
covino, an HIV-positive gay man, 
after finding that Dr. Franklin 
Hoagland, an orthopedic surgeon 
with the University of California 
at San Francisco, was medically 
negligent in refusing to surgical¬ 
ly replace Iacovino’s necrotic 
shoulder because his immune sys¬ 
tem was too suppressed. Instead, 
the doctor told his patient to 
“hope for a cure” for his illness. 

About 150 people turned out 
for March 13 three-hour vigil in 
San Francisco for Billy Jack 
Gaither, a 39-year-old gay man 
who had been beaten, thrown into 
the trunk of his car, driven to a re¬ 
mote location, castrated, clubbed 
to death with an ax handle, and 
then burned atop old tires doused 
in gasoline in Alabama. 

On March 15, openly gay, 
longtime San Francisco resident 
Dehue Marshall filed suit against 
Yellow Cab Cooperative, Inc. and 
cab driver Patrick Callahan in San 
Francisco Superior Court. Mar¬ 
shall alleged that while riding in 
Callahan’s cab on November 12, 
1998, he asked the cabbie not to 
smoke, which brought on a bar¬ 
rage of homophobic name-call¬ 
ing, physical assaults, and gener¬ 
ally being denied full and equal 
accommodation as he was thrown 
out of the cab. 

Also in mid-March, Sinisa 
“Sonny” Vukic, an openly gay 
man who in June 1996 was riding 
a Muni bus with his lover when he 
suffered an assault from an off- 
duty, uniformed Muni driver, 
received a $150,000 settlement to 
settle his personal injury claim 
against the city transit agency. 
Eventually fired by Muni, attacker 
Wardy Joubert served seven weeks 
in the county jail for the anti-gay 
crime, which witnesses said was 


provoked by a kiss between the 
two men. 

The school district in Bakers¬ 
field settled a sexual orientation 
discrimination lawsuit filed by the 
Lambda Legal Defense and Edu¬ 
cation Fund on behalf of Dr. 
James Merrick, an award-win¬ 
ning schoolteacher who had 15 of 
his eighth-grade students pulled 
from his class because he is gay. 
The school district issued an apol¬ 
ogy and adopted policies protect¬ 
ing gay and lesbian employees 
from discrimination. 

Hundreds gathered on March 
21 in Sacramento for “Equality 
Begins at Home,” a day of events 
and rallies to build support for 
legislation protecting gay and les¬ 
bian rights. It was the first major 
organizing effort of the new 
statewide organization devoted to 
lobbying the Legislature for gay 
rights, the California Alliance for 
Pride and Equality. The National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force 
spearheaded the events, which 
took place in all 50 states. 

Chris Keener, a 22-year em¬ 
ployee of the Boy Scouts of Amer¬ 
ica who had been fired for being 
gay, filed suit in Sacramento Su¬ 
perior Court on March 23, alleg¬ 
ing sexual orientation discrimina¬ 
tion. 

Mayor Willie Brown officiated 
at his third annual same-sex 
“wedding” ceremony for 190 
couples in the rotunda of City 
Hall on March 26. While not 
legally binding, the symbolic cer¬ 
emonies are said to provide a 
public recognition of gay and les¬ 
bian couples. 

April 

The spring season brought 
new life to the LGBT communi¬ 
ties, who once again were riled up 
enough to ensure that hatred and 
discrimination were met with jus¬ 
tice. 

Current and former workers of 
the San Francisco AIDS Founda¬ 
tion alleged discrimination 

within the agency, claiming that 
Latino/a employees were routine¬ 
ly offered lower salaries and met 
with hardball tactics when they 
tried to complain. Leading the 
case was Erik Dubon, the manag¬ 
er of SFAF’s Vida y Movimiento 
until the foundation pulled the 


plug on the Latino outreach pro¬ 
gram in 1998. The city’s Human 
Rights Commission began an in¬ 
vestigation. 

A transgender woman who 
was illegally strip-searched by the 
San Francisco Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment was awarded $755,000 in 
San Francisco Superior Court on 
April 16. Victoria Schneider

said two deputies violated her 
civil rights during an arrest for 
prostitution in 1996 when they 
performed a strip search in order 
to confirm her gender. The jury 
agreed. 

And, in a big victory for free 
speech, the Sisters of Perpetual 
Indulgence were permitted to 
perform their street theater in the 
Castro on Easter Sunday. Weeks of 
nonstop media coverage of the 
battle between the highly-offend¬ 
ed Archdiocese of San Francisco 
and the overly-expressive Sisters 
and their supporters culminated 
in the Board of Supervisors up¬ 
holding the First Amendment 
over special interests. Rookie Su¬ 
pervisor Alicia Becerril lashed 
out, saying board President Tom 
Ammiano missed his opportunity 
to bring communities together, 
but the B.A.R. applauded Ammi¬ 
ano for his leadership abilities. 
Over 5,000 people attended the 
Sisters’ celebration. 

Spring fever brought some 
crazy energy, as witnessed by the 
rash of armed robberies in the 
Castro. Held up at gunpoint were 
7-Eleven, A Different Light book¬ 
store, and Cafe Monaco, and in 


separate incidents, a couple of 
pedestrians in the neighborhood. 
The suspect was eventually appre¬ 
hended.

April also saw the passing of 
Brownie Mary, an activist best 
known for delivering marijuana 
brownies to people with AIDS, 
and the short-lived appointment 
of Ruth Bukowiecki as the exec¬ 
utive director of Community 
United Against Violence (CUAV). 

In a bold move, the FA0 
Schwartz toy stores in both New 
York and San Francisco displayed 
a gay-positive message to kids 
with the “It’s Okay to be Differ¬ 
ent” exhibit, and the San Fran¬ 
cisco Gay Men’s Chorus re¬ 
turned $15,000 worth of grants to 
United Airlines to protest the 
company’s fight against domestic 
partnership benefits. 

May 

What better way to mark the 
transition into summer than to be 
handed a batch of inevitable ver¬ 
dicts and unsurprising stories? 
Yes, May marked the month of 
news we could have predicted 
from inside a tin can: para-mili- 
tary organizations are institution¬ 
ally biased, and non-profits with 
big salaries are just a tad sketchy. 

Taking the lead in affirming 
what we already believed, SFAF 
released its 1998 tax figures, show¬ 
ing that the foundation continued 
to give its top managers salary 
raises while simultaneously cut¬ 
ting its programs. SFAF’s board of 
next page ► 
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directors gave Executive Director 
Pat Christen an 11.8 percent 
raise, to $183,892, a figure three 
times her starting salary of 
$64,000 in 1990. Male executives

generally fared better in salary in¬ 
creases, gaining anywhere from 7 
to 17 percent, while women other 
than Christen gained 4 percent at 
the most. 

The San Francisco Police 
Department was sued by a 

transsexual woman who said she 
was discriminated against when 
the SFPD refused to hire her. Cris- 
tiana D. Rivas failed two depart¬ 
ment-issued psychological exams 


when she applied to be a police of¬ 
ficer, one of which included a city- 
appointed psychologist asking her 
why she didn’t go into cosmetics. 
Rivas sought $4 million in San 
Francisco Superior Court to make 
up for the 30 years of the salary 
she anticipated. 

On May 27, a federal court 
judge upheld San Francisco’s do¬ 
mestic partnership law and or¬ 
dered United Airlines executives 
to bite the bullet and start treating 
their workers fairly. Of course, 
they didn’t, and the case remains 
in court today. 

In a study that put two and two 
together, the University of North 
Carolina announced that stress 
gives HIV-ers AIDS. Those with 
less of a support system and with 
more than average stress levels 
were 2 to 3 times more likely to 
progress from having HIV to de¬ 
veloping full-blown AIDS, ac¬ 
cording to the report in Psychoso¬ 
matic Medicine. 

Also on the health front, the 
San Francisco Department of 
Public Health announced that 
AIDS cases had declined in the 
city, while HIV rates remained 
steady. 

The move to re-open the 
bathhouses continued to pick up 
steam, with groups on all sides of 
the issue meeting with the mayor’s 
office and DPH in an attempt to 
address the private sex ban. And, 
due to the rise in GHB fatalities, 
night clubs began to post warning 


about the drug, particularly not¬ 
ing the deadly effects of mixing it 
with alcohol. 

May ended on a sad note, with 
the passing of drag performer 
Charles Pierce, who was 72 
when he died in his North Holly¬ 
wood home from complications 
of cancer and a stroke. 

June 

And then, it was the month of 
action. Whether we came close to 
passing groundbreaking measures 
or nipped those pesky right¬ 
wingers in the bud, June was 
when we got things done. It was, of 
course, also the month of Pride, 
and June shaped up pretty quick¬ 
ly as a 30-day queer holiday party. 

Starting things off with a 
splash, the city’s own HIV Pre¬ 
vention Planning Council voted 
to recommend that the city end 
the bathhouse ban. In the end, of 
course, DPH ignored these rec¬ 
ommendations, but most activists 
agreed the HPPC vote was his¬ 
toric. 

AB222, the student non-dis¬ 
crimination bill lost in the Cali¬ 
fornia state Assembly by one 
measly vote. The bill, introduced 
by Assemblywoman Sheila Kuehl 
(D-Santa Monica), would have 
protected queer students from ha¬ 
rassment. Kuehl re-introduced the 
bill later in the year, and it passed 
without specifically identifying 
LGBT students. Opponents of the 
bill compared homosexuality with 


pedophilia, adultery, and bestiali¬ 
ty, but told Kuehl not to take it 
personally. 

Finally, the 29th annual LGBT 
Pride Celebration included many 
warm-ups before the big parade, 
which included the first-ever 
Drag March down Market Street 
on June 25. 

The seventh annual Dyke 
March began with controversy, 
proving once again that lesbians 
who make their mark will always 
anger gay men in the Castro. Let¬ 
ters poured in over the spray 
painting of the words, “Dyke 
March” on Castro streets, all from 
men who saw the move as disre¬ 
spectful on the part of the ladies. 
Of course, there was no such out¬ 
rage in the Mission - where the 
same logo was painted twice as 
often - and one wonders if the 
same ruckus would have ensued 
had the paint advertised a circuit 
party. From the same camp came 
letters declaring dykes as “egotis¬ 
tic” and “self-centered” because 
the Pride Parade’s official name 
started with the initial “L” for les¬ 
bian. These writers proposed the 
less egotistic solution of having 
the word “gay” used for everyone. 

But the Dyke March - 40,000 
mostly-naked women strong - set 
a tone for Pride that went beyond 
festive. In the after-party in the 
Castro on June 26, one could see 
live sex on top of Castro bus stops 
and chicks with dicks on every 
corner.

The June 27 Pride Parade 

made the month with a daylong 
revelry of floats, dancing, and en¬ 
tertainment to celebrate our 
“Proud Heritage, Powerful Fu¬ 
ture.” The Women’s Motorcycle 
Contingent kicked off the event, 
and gay activist Harry Hay and 
the organization Parents and 
Friends of Lesbians and Gays 
were the grand marshals. A mo¬ 
ment of silence was held at noon 
for the victims of AIDS, domestic 
violence, breast cancer, and anti¬ 
gay violence. Overall, the crowd 
was inundated with images of 
hard bodies and alternative fami¬ 
lies. ▼ 
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equal system for lesbian and gay 
couples that is simply not called 
‘marriage.’ 

Either way, the ruling makes 
the strong statprpgnt Jthat same- 
sex couples are equal to oppo¬ 
site-sex couples and sets up the 
framework for the legalization of 
gay marriage in Vermont, which 
gives California’s upcoming bal¬ 
lot measure known as the Knight 
initiative even more importance. 

The initiative - known as 
Proposition 22 on the March 7, 
2000 ballot, would limit marriage 
to one man and one woman. Pro¬ 
ponents of the measure claim it 
is about “defending traditional 
marriage,” but LGBT rights advo¬ 
cates warn that it actually jeopar¬ 
dizes much more than the free¬ 
dom to marry. 

“In every state where a 
Knight-like initiative has passed, 
it has been used in an attempt to 
dismantle basic rights for gays 
and lesbians, like hospital visita¬ 
tion, adoption, and inheritance,” 
said Mike Marshall, No on 
Knight campaign manager, dur¬ 
ing a press conference Monday 
outside San Francisco City Hall 
to applaud the Vermont deci¬ 
sion. 

The Vermont victory will no 
doubt add fuel to the right-wing 
assertion that California needs to 
defend itself against gay mar¬ 
riage, but gay rights advocates at 
the news conference emphasized 
that Vermont did not legalize gay 
marriage, it simply instructed 
the Legislature to end discrimi¬ 
nation in benefits. 

“This is less about calling 
something marriage than it is 
about equal protections,” said 
Kate Kendell, executive director 
of the National Center for Les¬ 
bian Rights. 

Marshall then read a state¬ 
ment from state Senator Pete 
Knight (R-Palmdale), author of 
the Knight initiative, that stated 
Knight “had no problem” with 
gay couples living together in 
committed relationships but be¬ 
lieved marriage should be limit¬ 
ed to a man and a woman. 


With that logic, according to 
San Francisco Supervisor Mark 
Leno, Knight and his followers 
should embrace Vermont’s deci¬ 
sion to supply same-sex mar¬ 
riage benefits without necessari¬ 
ly calling it “marriage.” 

“I invite Senator Knight to 
pick up the challenge,” said Leno, 
“and adhere to the Constitu¬ 
tion.” 

Across the country, gay rights 
advocates hailed the Vermont 
decision as a far-reaching state¬ 
ment in favor of equality. 

“I am proud to be a Vermon¬ 
ter,” Ed Flanagan, Vermont’s 
openly gay state auditor and U.S. 
Senate candidate, told the B.A.R. 
“The ruling extends further than 


any other state has in providing 
equal rights and opportunities to 
gay couples. The principle dis¬ 
cussion that remains should now 
be limited to language, not sub¬ 
stance.” 

Right-wing groups were also 
quick to respond, calling the rul¬ 
ing a threat to the country’s well¬ 
being. 

“Society has a vested interest 
in prohibiting behavior that en¬ 
dangers the health or safety of 
the community,” said a statement 
from the American Family Asso¬ 
ciation. “Because of this, homo¬ 
sexual liaisons have historically 
been forbidden by law.” 

The Vermont ruling stems 


same-sex couples - Stan Baker 
and Peter Harrigan, Holly Puter- 
baugh and Lois Farnham, and 
Nina Beck and Stacy Jolles - after 
they were denied marriage li¬ 
censes by their local town clerks. 
The Supreme Court began hear¬ 
ing arguments in the case 13 
months ago, eventually finding 
no constitutional basis for deny¬ 
ing equal benefits to same-sex 
couples. The Vermont Legislature 


has been instructed to act swiftly 
to pass a law in accordance with 
the ruling, which means more 
than 140 rights will be automati¬ 
cally granted to same-sex couples 
who get hitched, a huge improve¬ 
ment over the minimal domestic 
partnership policies already in 
place in some cities and counties. 
With this victory, gay rights ad¬ 
vocates agree, there is no turning 
back. ▼

T hink the AIDS crisis is over? 
Think again. UNAIDS last 
month reported that 2.6 
million people will have died of 
AIDS in 1999, the largest number 
ever for a single year. Since 1980, 
the AIDS pandemic has prema¬ 
turely ended in excess of 16 mil¬ 
lion lives. UNAIDS estimates that 
50 million persons have been 
infected with HIV since 
1980, 33 million of 
which are still alive, 

5.6 million infections 
occurring this year. 
Ninety-five percent of 
infections are in develop¬ 
ing nations, which hold 10 
percent of the world’s 
wealth. There is still 
neither a cure nor an 
effective vaccine. 

David Ho,. Time magazine’s 
man of the year in 1996, wrote an 
essay in that magazine last month 
that even if an effective vaccine 
were found, it would take an enor¬ 
mous amount of political will to 
get it to where it is most needed in 
the developing world. Some have 
argued that the lack of infrastruc¬ 
ture precludes getting medications 
to the people in the poorest na¬ 
tions on earth. At a World AIDS 
Day event at City Hall, in a mov¬ 
ing speech, former East Bay Con¬ 
gressman Ron Dellums spoke 
about the need to commence the 
task, rather than fretting about 
how large it looms. “How do you 
eat a rhinoceros? One bite at a 
time.” In other words, create the 
infrastructure at the same time as 
you are delivering the medicine - 
don’t wait. San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors President Tom Am- 
miano introduced a resolution last 
Monday that called on the World 
Trade Organization (WTO) to 
“safeguard access to essential 
drugs, especially HIV drugs, and 
reaffirm the primacy of public 
health interests over commercial 
considerations”. 

Think ACT UP is irrelevant in 
the late 1990s? Think again. Get¬ 
ting medicine to Africa and else¬ 
where has been brought to the 
forefront largely through the ef¬ 
forts of ACT UP/New York and 
Act Up/Philadelphia. They 
charged the greed of the pharma¬ 
ceutical manufacturers was pre¬ 
venting poorer countries from 
manufacturing the drugs them¬ 
selves, since they could not afford 
the exorbitant prices ($15,000 
U.S.) of what has become the U.S. 
and Western Europe’s standard of 
care. They dogged Vice President 
A1 Gore on his campaign trail, 
and got the White House to de¬ 
clare on World AIDS Day that 
“... we will ensure the application 
of U.S. trade law related to intel¬ 
lectual property, such as Special 
301, remains sufficiently flexible 
to respond to legitimate public 
health crises ...” The WTO agree¬ 
ment on the Trade-Related As¬ 
pects of Intellectual Property 
Rights (TRIPS) allows the flexi¬ 
bility for all WTO members to re¬ 
spond to public health crises. As a 
related policy objective, we con¬ 
tinue to assist developing coun¬ 
tries create the public health in¬ 



frastructure that will allow treat¬ 
ments to be utilized effectively. 
ACT UP will monitor the situa¬ 
tion to ensure this isn’t just more 
empty rhetoric. 

There are ethical issues of in¬ 
ternational trials which the phar¬ 
maceutical industry as well as 
government-sponsored trials have 
yet to fully address. The $43 mil¬ 
lion dollar grant announced re¬ 
cently by the National Institutes of 
Health to study IL-2 internation¬ 
ally (interleukin 2, a cytokine cen¬ 
trally involved in many path¬ 
ways in the immune sys¬ 
tem) has not adequately 
dealt with the issue of 
substandard anti¬ 
retroviral care in 
countries where it will 
be enrolling. Notorious¬ 
ly, prevention of 
mother to child 
transmission trials 
have focused on pre¬ 
venting infection of the child 
while failing to treat the mother’s 
HIV infection. Who do they think 
will care for all those orphans? 
Clearly, more oversight is needed. 

Think access to medication is 
just a Third World issue? Think 
again. Across the United States, 
there are no federally mandated 
requirements for the implementa¬ 
tion of nationally funded but state 
administered ADAP (AIDS Drug 
Assistance Program). This pro¬ 
gram for uninsured and underin¬ 
sured persons, delivered in “block 
grants” to the states, varies widely 


ACT UP. Accelerated approval was 
designed to allow new agents be 
approved for a life-threatening ill¬ 
ness where no other treatment ex¬ 
isted. Towards that end, the Food 
and Drug Administration recently 
sent correspondence to the phar¬ 
maceutical companies stating that 
“ ... it is expected that most new 
drug applications for antiretrovi¬ 
rals submitted under the acceler¬ 
ated approval mechanism will in¬ 
clude some clinical data in pa¬ 
tients with limited treatment op¬ 
tions.” This implies that the bar for 
accelerated approval will be raised 
higher, as it should. 

Think it’s easy being positive? 
Think again. AIDS discrimination 
still exists. This is perhaps the 
strongest argument against im¬ 
plementing names reporting in 
California, one of the last hold¬ 
outs in the United States. Despite 
Assemblywoman Carole Migden’s 
twice passing of a bill to require 
feasibility of a unique identifier 
system, former Governor Pete 
Wilson as well as current Gover¬ 
nor Gray Davis have vetoed it. 
The Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDC) recently 
issued new guidelines asking 
states and local public health de¬ 
partments to report all HIV cases. 
Thirty-five states already have 
such a system, the majority name- 
based. UCSF’s AIDS Research In¬ 
stitute’s Director Tom Coates 
called this move “a huge mistake” 
in the Chronicle “because it can¬ 
not detect when or where the HIV

in its implementation between 
states. In California, the state has 
generally made up the difference 
between monies received from the 
federal government and the actu¬ 
al demand for the program. Other 
states, notably in the southeast, 
have failed to make up the differ¬ 
ence where demand far exceeds 
supply and have instituted a lot¬ 
tery system. 

Think we know how to treat 
HIV in America? Think again. It 
is still not definitively known 
when to begin treatment. There 
are followers of the “hit hard, hit 
early” school, but the pendulum 
seems to have swung back in the 
other direction. This is not sur¬ 
prising considering the serious¬ 
ness of combination therapy’s 
side effects, and the questionable 
sustainability of years long sus¬ 
tained maximal suppression. Nev¬ 
ertheless, much meaningful data 
could be mined from existing 
databases of long-term observa¬ 
tional studies. 

There are many for whom 
treatment has failed. The refusal of 
some pharmaceutical companies 
to test new antiretroviral medica¬ 
tions in this population and still 
apply for accelerated approval is 
subverting the intent of that par¬ 
ticular reform, fought hard for by 


infections have occurred and 
surely would discourage many 
people from being tested or treat¬ 
ed”. With the CDC system, it 
would be virtually impossible to 
approach accuracy due to anony¬ 
mous HIV testing sites and home 
testing kits whose use can only be r 
expected to climb in the face of 
reportability. 

Nevertheless, it is estimated 
that 40,000 new infections occur 
annually in the U.S., where con¬ 
doms are relatively available, as is 
information on safer sex. People 
for whatever reason seem reluc¬ 
tant to internalize that informa¬ 
tion. Despite rhetoric about pre¬ 
venting a second HIV epidemic, 
the first one hasn’t ended yet. The 
rising incidence of multi-drug re¬ 
sistant virus in newly acquired in¬ 
fections points to the necessity of 
targeting HIV-positive people in 
prevention campaigns without 
being accusatory. 

As the millennium draws to a 
close, one can only be awed by the 
enormity of the pandemic. This 
should not, however, preclude one 
from getting involved. The AIDS 
crisis will unfortunately continue 
to wreak an incredible toll in 
human suffering, however insulat¬ 
ed we may be here in America.

Carla Abbotts, a tireless feminist and 
activist, died in San Francisco on De¬ 
cember 9,1999 at the age of 40. 

He legal challenge to a clinic that 
used the promise of medical services in¬ 
cluding abortions to lure women in, and 
then forced them to view anti-abortion 
propaganda, helped ensure that such 
manipulative tactics are no longer used 
to victimize vulnerable women. She 
later collaborated with Dori Seda on a 
Last Gasp publication about that expe¬ 
rience. 

In addition, Carla’s testimony before 
Congress and remarks to numerous 
young people at schools regarding her 
experience as a woman with HIV were 
notable for their honesty and clarity be¬ 
fore the effects of the disease on women 
were widely understood or talked about. 

Her fighting spirit, humor and 
courage in the face of adversity gave in¬ 
spiration to more people than she ever 


imagined. 

Carla is survived by her parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Alfred Abbotts, and brother 
Kraft Abbotts, all of Ewing, New Jersey, 
and several aunts, uncles and cousins, as 
well as many loving friends.

Retired SF Judge Dorothy 
von Beroldingen dies

R etired San Francisco Superi¬ 
or Court Judge Dorothy von 
Beroldingen died Sunday, 
December 19, at Saint Francis 
Hospital of complications result¬ 
ing from a severe hip fracture she 
sustained in her apartment on 
November 15. She was 84. 

Following surgery to repair the 
injury, von Beroldingen remained 
in critical condition for more than 
five weeks, battling pneumonia, 
multiple fractures, and a bleeding 
ulcer. 

One of the most accomplished 
women in city history, and a long¬ 
time friend of the lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender commu¬ 
nity, von Beroldingen fought for 
more that six decades for equal 
rights and the advancement of 
women - both in private industry 
and public service. In her capaci¬ 
ties as an advertising executive, 
legal scholar, private attorney, city 
commissioner, city supervisor, 
and as the city’s senior trial court 
judge, she achieved a long list of 
significant “firsts” for women. 

Earlier this year, von Beroldin¬ 
gen announced her retirement 
from the bench after 22 years of 
consecutive judicial service to re¬ 
cover from spinal fractures, the 
result of osteoporosis, which had 
been held in check with medica¬ 
tions and exercise since 1996. The 
disease resurfaced with unexpect¬ 
ed severity after she began her last 
term in office. 

Appointed to the San Francis¬ 
co Municipal Court in 1977 by 
then-Governor Jerry Brown, von 
Beroldingen ran unopposed three 
times to retain her seat before 
winning a tough re-election bat¬ 
tle for a fourth term in June 1998. 
Due to statewide court consolida¬ 
tion, she and her municipal court 
colleagues were elevated to the su¬ 
perior court at the end of 1998. 

Her decision to run for re-elec¬ 
tion last year was made after con¬ 
sultation with leading San Fran-

cisco jurists, her family, and her 
physician. All agreed that she was 
up to the rigors of a contested 
campaign and another term on 
the bench. The judge impressed 
many in San Francisco’s political 
community with the vigor and 
energy she displayed on the cam¬ 
paign trail - and continued to im¬ 
press the legal community with 
her sharp wit and extensive legal 
knowledge. 

She received numerous awards 
and commendations for her work 
on the bench, including being 
named 1995 Municipal Judge of 
the Year by the San Francisco Trial 
Lawyers Association and the 
Queen’s Bench Lifetime Achieve¬ 
ment Award in 1994. She regular¬ 
ly received high ratings from the 
San Francisco Bar Association Ju¬ 
dicial Evaluation Reports. 

From 1966 to 1977, von 
Beroldingen served on the San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors - 
only the third woman ever to 
serve as a board member. Re¬ 
elected twice, she was the first 
woman to chair the board’s pow¬ 
erful Finance and Budget Com¬ 
mittee and created the San Fran¬ 
cisco Commission on the Status 
of Women, an agency that fights 
gender discrimination in the 


workplace. She was also the first 
woman appointed to the Golden 
Gate Bridge, Highway, and Tran¬ 
sit District’s board of directors. 

In the early 1970s, von 
Beroldingen became the city’s first 
elected official to envision and ac¬ 
tively champion a bold concept 
for using underdeveloped land in 
the South of Market area to stim¬ 
ulate the local economy, create af¬ 
fordable housing, and increase 
jobs. Her concept evolved in later 
years to become the massive Mis¬ 
sion Bay project. 

Prior to her tenure as a super¬ 
visor, von Beroldingen was the 
first woman appointed to the San 
Francisco Civil Service Commis¬ 
sion, where she successfully halt¬ 
ed a long-standing policy of dis¬ 
crimination in hiring and pro¬ 
moting minorities and members 
of the gay community to civil ser¬ 
vice positions. 

As a charter member and the 
first executive vice president of 
the San Francisco Economic Op¬ 
portunity Council in the early 
1960s, she provided legal guid¬ 
ance and secured federal funding 
that launched the city’s Head Start 
program and the Neighborhood 
Legal Assistance Foundation. 

Von Beroldingen maintained a 
successful legal practice in the city 
before embarking on her judicial 
career. She also made an early 
mark in advertising and sales pro¬ 
motion, before pursuing her legal 
education at night and working as 
a law clerk during the day. She at¬ 
tended the University of San 
Francisco School of Law and San 
Francisco Law School, graduating 
cum laude in 1954. 

Judge von Beroldingen is sur¬ 
vived by one son, Paul von 
Beroldingen, 55, a San Francisco 
public relations consultant. 

Divorced since 1947, her ex- 
husband, Linton von Beroldin¬ 
gen, was a former managing edi¬ 
tor of the San Francisco Examin¬ 
er. Now 91, he is retired and lives 
in Oregon.

Gay men smoke more, study says

J ust in time for that special 
time of year reserved for 
making those pesky resolu¬ 
tions, public health-minded re¬ 
searchers at the University of Cal¬ 
ifornia at San Francisco have an¬ 
nounced scientific proof that a lot 
of gay men smoke too much. 


According to a report from the 
UCSF Center for AIDS Preven¬ 
tion Studies published in the De¬ 
cember issue of the American 
Journal of Public Health , 48 per¬ 
cent of 2,600 men who have sex 
with men recruited in 1992 in 
Portland, Oregon and Tucson, 
Arizona smoked tobacco ciga¬ 
rettes. 

The researchers did not collect 


data directly from heterosexual 
men in their study, instead com¬ 
paring the 48 percent smoking 
rate for homosexual men with 
epidemiological data from the 
federal Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention showing that, 
in the overall male population in 
the U.S. - which includes men of 
all sexual orientations - 27 per¬ 
cent smoked.T

bore striking resemblances to the 
Noe Valley situation in both con¬ 
tent and tone. Largely due to 
neighbors’ fears that youth shel¬ 
ters would serve as magnets for 
crime, vagrancy, prostitution, and 
drugs, one of those shelters was 
forced to close, and the other 
never got off the ground because 
the building owner changed his 
mind, leading to the current soul- 
searching in Noe Valley. 

Given this history, and other 
examples of city neighborhoods 
blocking shelters in their backyards 
by exerting pressure on City Hall, it 
is an open question whether a few 
of the estimated 2,000 LGBT youth 
who are homeless in the city on an 
average night will have a slightly 
better chance of finding a roof and 
a meal this winter.

Highsmith herself once admit¬ 
ted in an interview that Ripley is 
“a little bit homosexual... not that 
he’s ever done anything about 
that.” In a 1960 film also based on 
the Ripley novel, director Rene 
Clement’s superior Purple Noon, 
the impossibly gorgeous Alain 
Delon as Ripley is clearly navigat¬ 
ing a fetish zone in a scene where 
he tries on his victim Dickie 
Greenleaf’s tailored clothes. In 
the novel, after Dickie finds him 
playing dress-up in his closet 
(kinky!), he finds it necessary to 
tell Tom bluntly, “I’m not queer. I 
don’t know if you have the idea 
that I am or not.” Dickie’s girl 
Marge certainly thinks Tom is 
queer: “It’s just the way you act,” 
she tells him. 

Back in New York, we learn, 
Tom had hung with a queer 
crowd and was fond of saying, “I 
can’t make up my mind whether I 
like men or women, so I’m think¬ 
ing of giving them both up.” 
Please, girl. 

Somehow, most of this subtext 
is lost in the new film. Clearly, 
Minghella made his own choices 
as director. But Out There missed 


T he new Anthony Minghel¬ 
la film The Talented Mr. Rip¬ 
ley may be a lush showcase 
for its glamorous young stars 
Matt Damon, Jude Law, 
Gwyneth Paltrow and Cate 
Blanchett, but it downplays the 
homoerotic undertones of its 
Source novel of the same name, by 
creepy but clever lesbian author 
Patricia Highsmith (who pub¬ 
lished one lesbian novel, The Price 
of Salt, under a pseudonym, 
“Claire Morgan”). This week’s 
cover story makes clear the film’s 
underlying homoeroticism; but 
permit us to demonstrate just 
how much of a queer the elegant, 
homicidal Tom Ripley really is, to 
an extent you don’t suspect from 
the film.

the scene from the book when 
Tom is captivated by a group of 
hunky acrobats performing on 
the beach: “They must be pro¬ 
fessionals. They’re all in the 
same yellow G-strings,” 
he says, excited. High¬ 
smith writes, “Tom 
watched with interest 
as a human pyramid 
began building, feet 
braced on bulging 
thighs, hands gripping 
forearms. He could 
hear their ‘Allez!’ 
and their ‘Un - 
deux!’ 

“‘Look!’ Tom said. ‘There goes 
the top!’ He stood still to watch the 
smallest one, a boy of about 17, as 
he was boosted to the shoulders of 
the centre man in the three top 
men.... ‘Bravo!’ Tom shouted. The 
boy smiled at Tom before he leapt 
down, lithe as a tiger.” 

Do we need to spell this out? 
Ripley is clearly not much inter¬ 
ested in girls. Again from the 
book: “What disgusted him was 
the big bulge of her [Marge’s] be¬ 
hind in the peasant skirt below 
Dickie’s arm that circled her 
waist.” 

But as for the boys... In one of 
the four Ripley sequels, The Boy 
Who Followed Ripley, Tom takes a 
lad infatuated with him along on 
a trip to Cold War-era Berlin. 
They go to a gay bar for a few 
rounds, and Tom is pleased by the 
fact that the bar’s denizens are in¬ 
sanely jealous that he has a pretty 
16-year-old boy in tow. We just 
can’t see Damon playing this 
scene in a sequel. As queer High¬ 
smith fans, we think it’s time to 
Reclaim Ripley from the hetero¬ 
sexual hit-makers. 

By the way, the soundtrack to 
the film, out on Sony Classical, is 
a moody delight. We could have 
lived without Matt Damon 
singing “My Funny Valentine” in 


his thin falsetto (pretty, but can’t 
type), but the score, composed by 
Gabriel Yared, is just our cup of 
tea. Too, there’s pope-rip¬ 
per Sinead O’Connor 
singing the pseudo- 
liturgical “Lullaby for 
Cain,” numbers by 
jazz greats Miles 
Davis, Charlie Park¬ 
er and Dizzy Gille¬ 
spie, and all manner of 
beboppish tracks laid 
down by the Guy 
Barker Interna¬ 
tional Quintet. Put 
it on for a spin in 
your CD player and practice forg¬ 
ing the signature of your signifi¬ 
cant other.

At the Judy Garland Xmas 
xtravaganza at the Castro Theatre 
last weekend, famous daughter 
Lorna Luft was escorted down 
the aisle to the stage by the true 
Mayor of Emerald City, Tom Am¬ 
miano.

Out There overheard Lorna 
gushing about her fabulous din¬ 
ner at Stars: “You know, it’s that 
marvelous chef Jeremiah 
Tower.” Uh no, dear, Tower sold 
his restaurant and moved on. But 
at least we know she’s eating bet¬ 
ter than Liza these days. ▼

She’s too busy in her new role as a 
writer and producer of sitcoms, a 
new career that began with a 
three-year stint with Seinfeld. But 
she’s got some new jokes she’s 
itching to tell, so she eagerly ac¬ 
cepted an invitation to return to 
the annual Evening of Kung Pao 
Kosher Comedy. 

Leifer made her first Kung Pao 
appearance in 1994, and she said 
she thoroughly enjoyed the expe¬ 
rience. “Being Jewish, Christmas¬ 
time has been such a depressing 
kind of holiday,” she said, “feeling 
like our noses are pressed up 
against the proverbial window. So 
it’s so much fun to be in roomful 
of Jews in a Chinese restaurant on 
a religious holiday hearing some 
great comedy.” 

Kung Pao was founded seven 
years ago by San Francisco comic 
Lisa Geduldig, who wanted a fun 
activity for Jews while much of the 
world stopped for Christmas. This 
year’s event features a new compo¬ 
nent, a performance at the Herbst 
Theatre on Dec. 26 in addition to 
the traditional dinner and cock¬ 
tails shows at the New Asia Restau¬ 
rant on Dec. 24 and 25. 

Geduldig, as emcee, always 
brings a lesbian presence to the 
proceedings, and she usually 
schedules at least one other queer 
performer. This year it’s fellow 
San Franciscan Dan Rothenberg. 

“I’ve found over the years I do 
have a lot of gay men fans,” Leifer 
said. She also has a lot of gay men 
friends. 

“I do a joke about how the ex¬ 
tent of my social life is hanging 
out with gay men, and I mean, 
why not? They’re smart. They’re 
sensitive, and if they didn’t find 
the thought of having sex with me 
to be totally repulsive, they’d be 
perfect.”

Beard date 

For 'Seinfeld, Leifer wrote a 
memorable episode titled “The 
Beard,” in which Elaine pretends 
to be a closeted gay man’s girl¬ 
friend, and then sets out to con¬ 
vert him to heterosexuality. It was 
inspired — partly — by Leifer’s 
own experiences. 

“I have a really good gay male 
friend who asked me to go to the 
Hollywood Bowl with his boss 
and his wife,” she said. “He works 
in banking, and he’s not out be¬ 
cause of this uptight financial 
world. It was so funny to me, be¬ 
cause these friends of ours who 
are very queeny and out there sat 
right next to us, and it was like, 
hey guys, not now. I just thought 
that would be a really great idea 
for an episode.” 

But, unlike Elaine, Leifer did¬ 
n’t try to get her friend to change 
teams. “I know that would be the 
most hopeless of causes,” she said. 

“I got a lot of mail about that 
episode,” she continued. “Because 


Elaine slept with the gay charac¬ 
ter, people wrote in, ‘Did they use 
a condom?’ ‘Did they have safe 
sex?’ Well, there’s a point where it 
can get ridiculous. I’m not just 
going to put a line in the script 
like, ‘Oh, we did have safe sex.’ I 
couldn’t believe that people actu¬ 
ally sent letters about that.” 

Perhaps the most famous of 
Leifer’s Seinfeld scripts was “The 
Rye,” in which Jerry nearly mugs 
an old woman to secure a bakery’s 
last loaf of marble rye. But the real 
eye-opener was a subplot about 
Elaine’s new boyfriend, a sax play¬ 
er, who is missing an important 
(to Elaine) move in his sexual 
repertoire. Bluntly put, she wants 
him to go down on her, and when 
he finally does, it’s with such 
abandon that he can’t play the 
saxophone anymore. 

“What is absolutely amazing is 
that from start to finish I had no 
interference about the story line,” 
she said. “The only thing was 
when I pitched it to [series co-cre¬ 
ator] Larry David, he said he’d 
love to do it if I could get Jerry to 
sign off on it, because Jerry was al¬ 
ways a little squeamish about any¬ 
thing to do with sex. I think be¬ 
cause it was a hit show we could 
get away with it. If we tried that 
on It's Like You Know, I’m sure we 
would get some interference.” 

Leifer is an executive producer 
on It’s Like You Know, a second- 
year ABC sitcom now awaiting 
word on its future. In the mean¬ 
time, she’s writing a sitcom pilot 
for DreamWorks, and if it’s picked 
up, she would also be its executive 
producer. By design, there is no 
on-screen role for her in the pro¬ 
posed series. 

“Alright Already was such a 
dream for me to do,” Leifer said of 
her short-lived 1998 series on the 
WB network in which she starred 
as well as executive produced. “It 
was such a drag that it got a lot of 
critical acclaim and that the WB 
at the last minute yanked it. I’m 
still kind of in a healing mode. I’m 
not ready to get back on the horse 
yet.” 

The Long Island native worked 
her way up along the usual route 
for comics, starting in comedy 
clubs and moving to guest spots 
on TV talk shows. Along the way 
she dated Jerry Seinfeld, Paul 
Reiser, and was married to comic 
Ritch Shydner. “Right now I’m 
dating a couple different people,” 
she said. 

Because she dated Seinfeld and 
remained friends with the per¬ 
former, a situation mirrored in 
the relationship between Sein¬ 
feld’s TV character and Elaine, it’s 
widely believed that Leifer was the 
inspiration for Elaine, played by 
Julia Louis-Dreyfus. She has said 
the misconception has been “the 
bane of my existence.” 

“It’s become a piece of folk¬ 
lore,” Leifer said, “and I’ve given 
up trying to fight it. If they’re al¬ 
ways going to say that, then why 
not? Yes, I’m in the inspiration for 
Elaine. It’s still not true, but I give 
up.” T

'A Karen Carpenter Christmas' at the Marsh

K aren Carpenter seemed to 
be the Tricia Nixon of 
music. And because of 
that, it was easy to recoil from 
her aggressively white-bread 
sound as establishment culture 
was beginning to shatter. That 
she should die from a disease of 
self-loathing has given her lega¬ 
cy an edge that she never had 
when she was alive, and for rea¬ 
sons too dark to analyze here, 
her anorexia-related death has 
cranked up her camp value. 

A Karen Carpenter Christmas, 
now in its sixth year, obviously 
gets some of its kick from this 
legacy, but it’s the audience more 
than the script that provides the 
subtext. For its part, the show is 
generally content to poke fun at 
the wholesome, suburban image 
that Karen and Richard Carpen¬ 
ter embodied, as well as the 
gaudy era in which they thrived. 

Writer-director Tom Ross has 
set the 90-minute production in 
the rec room of the Carpenters’ 
childhood home in Downey, 
Calif., where a poster of Mark 
Spitz decorates the wall and 
Karen’s starter drum kit takes 
center stage. Karen and Richard, 
stuck forever Brady Bunch -like 
in the ’70s, are back home to 
tape their first holiday special. 

Because planning for the spe¬ 
cial began in July, Karen tells us, 
she just couldn’t muster the 
Christmas spirit until she’s vis¬ 
ited by Alvin (of Chipmunks 
fame), who represents the Spirit 
of Christmas Specials Past. 
Peggy Lee, identified as “de¬ 
pressed girl singer from an earli¬ 


er era,” arrives as the Spirit of 
Christmas Specials Present. 
Prophetically, there is no Spirit 
of Christmas Specials Future, 
but this doesn’t stop perky 
Karen from reclaiming her spir¬ 
it in time to welcome her very 
special guests Carol Channing 
and Tom Jones. 

Most of the humor is fun in a 
silly sort of way, though a few 
gags do manage to touch wit. 
Morey Goldstein, the show’s 
musical director, plays Richard 
Carpenter as a grinning fool 
with latent homosexual tenden¬ 
cies. Joshua Raoul Brody, on 
keyboards, plays the sad sack 
Bob who has a crush on Karen. 
And the parody is high in Meg 
Mackay’s delicious turns as a 
boozing Peggy Lee and a pixilat¬ 
ed Carol Channing and in Stef- 
fanos X’s pelvic examination of 
Tom Jones. 

But when Katie Guthorn, 
convincingly at sea in the spo¬ 
ken segments, takes to the mi¬ 
crophone as Karen Carpenter, 
it’s for real. For those with fond 
memories of “Close to You,” 
“Top of the World,” and other 
Carpenter hits, Guthorn’s au¬ 
thentic impersonations should 
be like honey. And even if you 
were one of those who switched 
radio stations as soon as you 
heard the words “why do birds 
suddenly appear,” you may find 
yourself at least briefly seduced 
by Guthorn’s musical evocations 
of the late, great Miss Karen. T

®f§I here comes a wonderful mo- 
% ment in a film director’s ca¬ 
ll reer when all of his previous 
efforts gel into the masterpiece 
that he has been trying to make all 
along. For Woody Allen, that rev¬ 
elation came in 1989 with Crimes 
and Misdemeanors, wherein his 
goofy, slapstick comedies finally 
found a common thread with his 
“serious,” Bergmanesque, early 
dramas like Interiors. The result 
was a film full of humor that also 
held profound, universal truths, 
and it was sublime. 

That moment comes to Span¬ 
ish director Pedro Almodovar 
with All About My Mother, which 
won him the Best Director prize 
at this year’s Cannes Film Festival. 
Many fans of the openly gay 
Almodovar have been waiting pa¬ 
tiently through the ’90s for a 
movie as fulfilling as the delight¬ 
ful Women on the Verge of a Ner¬ 
vous Breakdown (1987), or the 
dark Matador (1985), which was 
one of several films that shaped 
the career of the young Antonio 
Banderas. A number of his films 
of the past decade have come 
close, like the titillating Tie Me Up, 
Tie Me Down, and the wonderful 
first half of Live Flesh, but they 
have fallen short of their mark. All 
About My Mother hits the bulls- 
eye. 

The film begins with a discus¬ 
sion between a hospital worker, 
Manuela (Argentine actress Cecil¬ 
ia Roth), and her teenage son Es¬ 
teban (Eloy Azorin) about the 
Spanish title, Eva Desnudo, of All 
About Eve, as they watch the 
American film together on televi¬ 
sion in their Madrid home. A per¬ 
ceptive boy and an aspiring writer, 
Esteban has been kept in the dark

all his life about the identity of his 
father, and he is working on an 
essay called, “All About My Moth¬ 
er.” The following evening, during 
his birthday celebration at a local 
theater, Manuela promises to tell 
him all about his father. In hot 
pursuit of the autograph of the 
star of A Streetcar Named Desire, 
Esteban is run over by a car speed¬ 
ing in the rain. 

The rest of the film is driven by 
Manuela’s search for the father of 
her child, an odyssey that takes 
her back to Barcelona and her 
roots. Because the father has since 
become a woman named Lola, 
Manuela’s story takes some surre¬ 
al turns. In what other movie of 
recent memory are there not one, 
but two major characters who are 
chicks-with-dicks? One of these, 
Agrado (Antonia San Juan), fol¬ 
lows Manuela from a Felliniesque 
prostitution ring into the world of 
the theater, where the two of 
them, through a complex series of 
twists and turns, are embraced by 
Huma Rojo (Marisa Peredes), the 
very actress whose autograph Es¬ 
teban was pursuing on the night 
of his death. 

Passion play 

Manuela’s life also becomes 
entwined with that of a pregnant 
young nun (Penelope Cruz) and 
her rigid mother (Rosa Maria 


Sarda). If the instant rapport 
among these various women 
strains their credibility for an 
American audience, the unlikely 
situations probably resonate more 
for most Spanish viewers, whose 
passion and impulsiveness may 
well have led them into such sim¬ 
ilar alliances. 

During the course of the film’s 
101 minutes, almost everybody 
gets a chance to be Eve Harring¬ 
ton and have her moment in front 
of the footlights. Life imitates art 
imitating life throughout the 
screenplay, including one scene 
where the off-stage Stanley 
Kowalski asks Agrado for a blow 
job. Gay references abound, be¬ 
yond the obvious iconic status of 
Tennessee Williams’ Streetcar and 
the Bette Davis classic Eve. 
(Huma, whose name means 
smoke, notes that her cigarette 
habit was inspired by watching 
the great Davis on the Silver 
Screen.) Manuela’s birthday gift 
to her writer son is a copy of Tru¬ 
man Capote’s Music for 
Chameleons. 

Besides being riotously funny, 
touching, and moving, All About 
My Mother looks great, like all 
Almodovar films. Inspired visual 
choices include a view of Este¬ 
ban’s pencil scribbling in his ever¬ 
present notebook, viewed from 
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Grindhouse follies 


Seedy porn palaces and lap-dance halls keep the flame alive

B y their grindhouses shall ye 
know them.” — the Bible 
(loose translation). 
Descriptions of the early days 
of cinema invariably mention the 
terror audiences felt watching 
trains rushing at them, or cattle 
stampeding seemingly off the 
screen, or even a startling close-up 
kiss. Viewers were used to seeing 
plays, skits, pantomimes on stage 
— not two-dimensional images 
that looked more real than reali¬ 
ty. To soothe these fears, operators 
of nickelodeons and renovated 
storefront th’eatres alternated live 
performances with film. 

This hoary tradition survived 
in small, secret corners of the cul¬ 
ture through the depression, 
World War II, and into the 1950s 
and ’60s. Sleazy promoters like 
Kroger Babb would supplement 
’40s live-birth movies with pam¬ 
phlets, lectures, and stern “nurses” 
standing by to revive viewers who 


went into shock. By the ’50s, sec¬ 
ond-run theatres in fading down¬ 
towns were booking holiday 
“spook shows,” where grade-Z 
pics like The Ghost of Dragstrip 
Hollow were interrupted by locals 
in cheesy monster drag, running 
amok through the theatre to 
amuse and terrify patrons. One of 
the last vestiges of the era was the 
William Castle-style visceral scare 
— skeletons flying through the 
theatre, seats juiced up in a bizarre 
reworking of the electric chair. 

These gimmicks lasted into the 
’60s but not beyond: suburban¬ 
ization and the counterculture 
put an end to the foolish fun. 
Luckily, seedy porn palaces and 
lap-dance halls took over where 
Babb and Castle left off. Today, 
these are about the last public 
venue for that unique combina¬ 
tion of movies and live stage 
shows. On a recent rainy Thurs¬ 
day, in a pensive mood, I decided 
to personally investigate a few of 
these dinosaurs, two gay houses 
and one straight one, that keep

the ritual alive and the faithful 
coming. 

Faded stars 

The Campus All-Male Theatre 
on Jones St. ($15 cover; in and out 
privileges) might have been an 
early moviehouse. It has the 
musty aura of what passes for an¬ 
tiquity in America — black con¬ 
crete walls on which a few sad 
white stars are painted, a long 
narrow auditorium, 80+ seats, 
and a small stage to accommodate 
the blue-veined dreamboys who 
grind their way into the audi¬ 
ence’s hearts — and wallets. Like 
most porno houses, this one 


shows projected video, not film — 
a trend that will probably over¬ 
take “real” theatres and most films 
in a few years. No popcorn here, 
and instead of a balcony there’s a 
basement, with a discreet maze 
and a tiny room of bleachers 
called “The Arena” where the sec¬ 
ondary lapdancing boys do their 
— but not your — thing. A cou¬ 
ple of bucks stuffed into “Mitch’s” 
sock — all he’s wearing — earns a 
few minutes of his soothing touch 
for the famished businessman on 
break. On the screen upstairs, a 
Kristen Bjorn video is projected. 
Again, like early cinema, this one’s 
primitive. Simple motives and 


gestures; larger-than-life, buffed 
boys from Brazil. These days, 
though, the two-dimensional 
image gets no respect; patrons 
wander in and out oblivious of 
the screen, hungry for that third 
dimension. 

The Tearoom Theatre on Eddy 
St. should by rights be only half as 
interesting as the Campus; after 
all, it’s half the size and charges 
half the admission ($7.50; no in- 
and-out privileges). In fact, it’s 
twice as weird. No live dancers 
show up, though they’re sched¬ 
uled, and again no popcorn. The 
main room is quite small, a mere

the best sitcom on TV. Only It’s 
Like, You Know..., Action and 
Frasier come close to the snappy, 
acerbic, non-stop wit. We love this 
show. We don’t care that all the 
sex is off-screen. We don’t 
care that it’s politically 
incorrect. We don’t 
care that GLAAD 
doesn’t approve. Oh 
wait — that last isn’t 
true. We do care — it 
makes us like W&G 
even more.

are Jack and Karen of W&G (face 
it, dears, Karen is far queerer than 
Will, a Log Cabinette wannabe, 
we fear) and Simon and Tony on 
PBS’s EastEnders. Jack and Karen 
are so fabulous, so funny, so fresh 
they make us almost look forward 
to TV. The more we watch Megan 
Mullaley’s Karen, the more we 
think she deserves an Emmy. She 
has the most perfect timing and 
delivery since Oscar Wilde’s last 
words. (For those who don’t 
know: “Either this wallpaper goes 
or I do.” Then he died.) Karen is 
more than just a monied fag hag; 
she has real depth — she’s a true 
character. She and Sean Hayes’ 
Jack play off each other so well 
their scenes have a seamlessness 
that in drama would be breath-

taking. Comedy, we find, is terri¬ 
bly underrated. W&G deserves its 
blue boa and Karen and Jack de¬ 
serve theirs — though no doubt 
they’d prefer shocking pink. 

Simon and Tony, the twen¬ 
tysomething gay couple in 
the multigenerational 
and multiethnic en¬ 
semble cast of the 
gritty British soap 
opera import EastEn¬ 
ders, are the antithesis 
of K&J. Working-class 
queers in Lon¬ 
don’s East End, 
they’re the 
most realistic 
gay couple to ever hit the tube. 
Queer since schooldays (not the 
playing fields of Eton), Simon has 
suffered abuse from his violent 
and homophobic father. Macho 
Tony denied his gay sexuality for 
years, until he met Simon through 
his former girlfriend, Tiffany, 
Simon’s sister.

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The lowdown on sweet Woody

W oody Allen has now di¬ 
rected and written over 
30 films. In fact, on one 
count, his latest and best-re¬ 
viewed feature in years, Sweet and 
Lowdown, clocks in as number 32. 
In this affectionate fictional biog¬ 
raphy of the second-best jazz gui¬ 
tarist in the world, Emmet Ray 
(Sean Penn), Uma Thurman 
shows up as Blanche, his bisexual, 
socialite love interest. Her first 
screen entrance is on the arm of a 
tuxedoed short, stocky woman 
played by the actress Lola 
Pashalinski, who recently drew 
rave reviews for her portrayal of 
Gertrude Stein off-Broadway. 

Blanche, as followers of Allen’s 
career can guess, is neither a vil¬ 


lain nor a goddess. She’s just your 
above-average, neurotic user of 
people, going from one paramour 
to the next, hoping to drink in 
some of their idiosyncratic and 
hopefully antisocial traits. 

But wouldn’t an openly, 
nonpsychotic gay hero or heroine 
be out of place in an Allen come¬ 
dy? Isn’t everyone certifiably mal¬ 
adjusted in his psychoanalytical- 
couch-of-a-world? And shouldn’t 
we be thankful for at least a single 
full-bodied presence of a bisexual 
in one of his films, even though 
we see Blanche almost totally dur¬ 
ing her heterosexual phase? 

Well, it’s definitely a step for¬ 
ward from the futuristic Sleeper 
(1973), where, as Vito Russo ob¬ 
served in his The Celluloid Closet, 
“a swishy gay couple [has] a 
swishy gay robot.” Then there’s

‘Sweet and 

Lowdown’ is a 
minor Woody 

Allen celebrates American 
jazz to so-so results

W oody Allen movies have become an expected pseudo-event 
in our modern world. His universe is quite narrow, how¬ 
ever, and its inhabitants follow a consistent psychology. 
How rare it is that Allen’s heroes allow themselves uncomplicated 
pleasure. How memorable the end of Hannah and Her Sisters be¬ 
comes for that reason, as the simple declaration of new life is undis¬ 
turbed by a sight gag or one-liner. More often, Allen gives us heap¬ 
ing dollops of masochism — the ’90s alone have seen bountiful 
tribute paid to self-hate: Crimes and Misdemeanors, Husbands and 
Wives, Deconstructing Harry, Celebrity, and Mighty Aphrodite. 

The new one, Sweet and Lowdown, once again has a central char¬ 
acter plagued by demons of his own design. It tells the story of 
Emmet Ray, a nomadic guitarist of the 1930s. He’s good, but the 
giant of the field is the French gypsy Django Reinhardt. Ray is all 
too aware of this, and he suffers from a paralyzing inferiority com¬ 
plex. That’s familiar territory for Allen, as is a liberal use of jazz, 
but this is the first time jazz is front and center in the action. And 
is this history or fantasy? As in Zelig, Allen mixes fact and fiction to¬ 
gether to amusing effect. Reinhardt existed, Ray didn’t. Jazz critic 
Nat Hentoff, writer/director Douglas McGrath and Allen address 
the camera talking-heads-documentary-style to “account” for Ray 
and his place in this manufactured history of American jazz. 

Sweet and Lowdown is another Allen tossed salad of comedy, 
sentiment, and exquisite period visuals topped by a telling treatise 
on human foibles. As expertly played by Sean Penn, Ray is coarse, 
cruel and lowdown. Penn has the nebbish neuroses of Allen’s for¬ 
mer protagonists or stand-ins (John Cusack in Bullets Over Broad¬ 
way), but he has a mean streak here that recalls more serious-mind¬ 
ed Martin Scorsese movies. Ray finds a true contrast in Hattie, a 
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Meryl Streep as Woody’s ex-wife 
who turns lesbian and saddles up 
with an irritating lover in the ac¬ 
claimed Manhattan (1979). Russo 
notes: “ Manhattan is not a case of, 
Is it good for the lesbians or bad 
for the lesbians? Woody Allen has 
consistently taken a stab at a gay 
joke or theme. Sometimes, as in 
Sleeper, it is offensive, but some¬ 
times it is charming, as in Love 
and Death (1975), in which he 
muses aloud, ‘I wonder if Socrates 
and Plato took a house on Crete 
during the summer.’ You can like 
or dislike the lesbian characters in 
Manhattan, and you can even 
argue that Allen is neurotic in his 
reaction to them, but it is an ar¬ 
gument you would win quickly. 
Allen is neurotic for a living, and 
Manhattan is a great film.” 

Invisible men 

But most of the criticism that 
comes Allen’s way is not for his 
depictions of gays or blacks or 
other minorities, but for their lack 
of appearances in his films. So 
that’s why I recently asked Mr. 
Allen how he reacted to such 
complaints. 

“I don’t react to that,” he 
replied. “I mean, I write the story 
as the story should be written. If 
the character should be black, I 
make it black. If it should be 
white, I make it white. If it should 
be gay, I make the character gay. I 
never give that a second thought. 
That’s not what’s on my mind. 

“I’m not writing a film to be an 
affirmative action thing. I’m not 
writing it as a social message or as 
a social gesture. I’m trying to

make the story work. If I’m doing 
a story about a guy who robs a 
bank in Small Time Crooks [his 
next film, starring Hugh Grant] 
or a jazz musician of the ’30s... 
There were some jazz musicians 
that were black, and there were 
some that were white. The contin¬ 
gent around Django Reinhardt 
[the number one guitarist in the 
world] and his group were white 


musicians. Black musicians 
weren’t even allowed to play with 
them in clubs. 

“There was no integration be¬ 
tween the musicians. They’d play 
after hours because the musicians 
respected one another, and they 
played together. But they never 
played publicly together, because 
it was not an integrated situation.

Poetic tidings 


T his time of year, everybody’s wondering what to do to honor 
the Winter Solstice and its attendant festivals, and foremost 
on everybody’s mind is menu planning, gift shopping, house 
decorating, card writing, friends and relatives, and somehow get¬ 
ting through the stress of it all relatively unscathed. 

Rituals come in all sorts. In the main, Americans observe holi¬ 
day traditions guaranteed to add anxieties to the ordinary trials 
and tribulations of the workaday world. Lesbians and gay men are 
as caught in the rut as anyone; our attempted solutions have dif¬ 
fered in style, but we’ve been no more successful than the rest of so¬ 
ciety at freeing ourselves of holiday jitters. 

We can do better. We can read poetry. Yes, it sounds quaint, and 
it cops to the sort of sappy sentiment that obliges one to read Dick¬ 
ens at Christmas time. But, really, settling down on a crisp winter’s 
night with a good volume of 
poetry is like partaking of fine 
wine, classical music, and a 
box of Godiva chocolates. It’s 
the pause that restores. 

So for your holiday read¬ 
ing pleasure, I nominate as 
best gay-male poetry anthol¬ 
ogy of 1999 A Day For a Lay 
(Barricade Books, New York 
City). It’s superbly edited by 
Gavin Geoffrey Dillard, the 
one-time Hollywood hooker 
and bad boy of porn, who 
from an early age established 
a serious literary reputation 
as “The Naked Poet,” so 
dubbed for his habit of pub¬ 
licly reading verse in the 
nude. His picturesque allure 
proved irresistable. 

In recent years, Dillard has ensconced himself in quiet digs in a 
progressive coastal community somewhere in Northern California. 
He values his seclusion, immerses himself in spiritual seekings, and 
writes aphorisms almost daily. His verses are ones of extraordinary 
perception and sensitivity, the product of a fully mature man who 
has come into himself and found the wise spirit within. 

True to Dillard’s anti-establishment character, the volume he 
has pulled together aims to excite ordinary Joes, not academics; it’s 
accessible, not heavyweight. And it’s hugely entertaining: from fa¬ 
miliar poets to more obscure ones, it takes you on a journey so fla¬ 
grantly libidinous, chances are you’ll get all hot and bothered. 

The poems pack plenty of steam. Take for instance Trebor’s 
“Hustler,” which begins: 

He had a bank card for a cock 

He’d insert it into horny old men with money... 

or Antler’s “What Every Boy Knows: 

Every boy knows what it’s like when he’s really alone, 

When it’s safe to jack off with a passion, 

When it’s safe to take off his clothes and prance around 
And parade his lubricating cock before every mirror in the house. 

While eroticism is heavily emphasized in Dillard’s choices, the 
collection sacrifices nothing in quality. The poems are consistent¬ 
ly strong, from the old guard — Cavafy, Garda Lorca, Genet, 
Broughton, Norse, Ginsberg and others — to the new — Felice Pi- 
cano, Dennis Cooper, Mark Doty, Mark Wunderlich, Justin Chin 
and, of course, Dillard himself. This volume elegantly returns po¬ 
etry to the people, giving us gay men what we truly want for the 
holidays — a classy, sassy, hassle-free poetic turn-on. ▼

52 seats, according to the manag¬ 
er. The Tearoom must have hired 
the same interior decorator as the 
Campus: it too has white stars 
painted on the rough black con¬ 
crete walls, but these stars, incon¬ 
gruously for this sleazier space, 
are larger and more dynamic. The 
floor barely slopes up from the 
screen, making it impossible to 
walk down the aisle without a sil¬ 
houette of your head intruding on 
the video image. The movie here 
is even more primitive than Kris¬ 
ten Bjorn — it looks like a grainy 
’70s loop, with two men of un¬ 
known origin fucking on a bed. 
One wears a leather mask, and in 
a surprisingly self-reflexive touch, 
he takes it off at the end to reveal 
— yes, top and bottom are the 
same man! The real live show here 
is happening behind the stage, as 
men stroll in and out to actually 


experience something along the 
lines of what they’ve seen on¬ 
screen — a testament to cinema’s 
enduring powers of persuasion. 

Still in search of the kind of 
mood elevator only pornography 
can give, I remember The Strand, 
a couple of blocks down on Mar¬ 
ket. This cavernous, dusty palace 
has had many incarnations: clas¬ 
sic rep house, glorious grind- 
house, and now sacred hall of 
hetero video, all in just a couple 
of decades. At a mere $5 admis¬ 
sion, this is the place to be on a 
rainy day. But surprisingly, the 
dramatically large space (after the 
Campus and the Tearoom) is al¬ 
most empty, giving an air of 
serenity to the place that’s rein¬ 
forced by the large, fuzzy, project¬ 
ed video: The Desert Cafe, star¬ 
ring “Houston” and “Rod Tow¬ 
ers.” The image is so big that it’s 
impossible to read the FBI warn¬ 
ing. In a made-to-order metaphor 
for the triumph of video over cel¬ 
luloid, the middle-front rows of 


the theatre are occupied not by 
patrons but by the massive video 
projector. It’s a huge black mono¬ 
lith — kind of like the one in 2001 
— that blocks part of the screen 
from almost anywhere you sit. 
This explains why the few cus¬ 
tomers are scrunched up in the 
seats against the left and right 
walls. Upstairs, a hatched-faced, 
half-naked businessman who 
looks a little like William Bur¬ 
roughs glares from his perch in an 
open toilet stall, not even pre¬ 
tending to read the paper he’s 
holding; downstairs, an elderly 
gent with a gravely voice yells out 
a few innocent catcalls that echo 
eerily in the dark: “Ooo wee!” and 
“Oh baby, I’ll give you that!” (in 
response to Houston’s girlfriend 
strapping on a red, carrot-like 
dildo). This place is so tranquil, 
and the canned score for The 
Desert Cafe so soothing, you could 
almost bring your mom, especial¬ 
ly if she’s named Bambi ... or 
Tawny. T

Simon is into queer politics; Tony 
doesn’t want to flaunt. Tony was 
out of work forever while Simon 
worked hard; now Tony has a job 
he loves, and Simon never sees 
him. These two are the most real¬ 
istic queer TV couple of the mil¬ 
lennium. We know them, we love 
them, and we wonder why there 
isn’t an American version of 
them. Blue boas all round. 

Best psycho 

Instead we must content our¬ 
selves with other queer bests — 
like best queer serial killer. John 
Laroquette wins that boa — 
though in his case, constrictor 
rather than feather might be more 
appropriate. Laroquette has done a 
series of knife-wielding pirouettes 
(yes, dear, turns ) on ABC’s The 
Practice as the man who just can’t 
stop murdering his lovers. Much as 
it grates against our Basic Instincts, 
we find Laroquette’s performances 
stellar, even if the politics suck. 

A football-colored boa to Jack 
on Dawson’s Creek for the most 
poignant portrayal of a real gay 
teen on TV. Of course, like all 
queer TV Jacks, this one is part¬ 
nerless, and any sexcapades occur 
off-screen, but when football hero 
Jack came out to his high school 
class through the reading of a 
poem in the insufferably claustro¬ 
phobic town of Capeside, we felt 
transported (horribly, regrettably) 
back to our queer youth. Jack con¬ 
tinues to charm us, and his 
friendship with fellow Capeside 
outcast Jen is the dramatic coun¬ 
terpoint of K&J. 


Speaking of K&J, the best 
queer scene on TV this year was 
Jack’s confrontation with his be¬ 
leaguered past (“They called me 
Jack McFairyland”) when he ac¬ 
companies Karen to her stepkids’ 
elementary school for a parent- 
teacher meeting. Jack ends up 
breaking up a razzing of a young 
queen, John, as he’s being hassled 
by his testosterone-driven class¬ 
mates. It’s poignant and campy all 
at once. When Karen returns from 
her meeting, she tells Jack they 
must go off to the Palms for mar¬ 
tinis. She looks at young John for 
a moment and asks, “You com¬ 
ing?” John notes he must go to a 
class. Karen responds, “Too bad, 
honey. You’ll learn a lot more over 
martinis at the Palms.” Olive boas 
all round, shaken, not stirred. 

Saturday Night Live also gets a 
blue boa for the most queer con¬ 
tent of any show this season save 
W&G, Jerry Springer and the news. 
We aren’t sure why, since the same 
geriatric crowd has been writing 
the material since the show de¬ 
buted a quarter-century ago, but it 
has been tres gay this season. Best 
queer skit award was earned dur¬ 
ing last week’s Christmas show. 
The irresistible male erotic dancer, 
Mango (cast member Chris Kat- 
tan), agonized over his trip home 
for Christmas, where father Guava 
(guest host Danny De Vito) dissed 
him. That night Mango is visited 
by an angel in a queer variation on 
It’s a Wonderful Life (the holiday 
Film whose insufferably cloying 
heterosexuality never ceases to 
make us thrilled we are queer). 
The angel — played by REM’s 
Michael Stipe — takes Mango 
back in time to see why Daddy 
Guava is so peeved. (Mango 
awakes, looks at Stipe and cries, “Is 


it the end of the world as we know 
it?”) Seems Guava was quite a lit¬ 
tle c-tease in his day, too. Mango 
gains insight, and holiday happi¬ 
ness is restored. Ah, television. We 
loved this. Mango prefers lame, so 
a gold boa for this recurring char¬ 
acter who has turned a series of 
butch guest hosts, from Cuba 
Gooding Jr. to Dylan McDermott, 
into queer bait.

I try to be humble, I do. But as 
1 some sage down at the Water- 
8 ing Hole counseled, “Get real, 
girl.” So I’ll admit it: I live, I ab¬ 
solutely live to see if I’m quoted at 
the end of each year in the newest 
edition of that triumphant com¬ 
pendium of smut, stars and sex, 
The Best of the Super Stars. When 
editor/author John Patrick subti¬ 
tles it “The Year in Sex,” he means 
it. This guy has scanned the scan¬ 
dal rags throughout the nation to 
glean the pithiest, most prescient 
and prurient remarks about the 
male stars of Tinseltown and 
Teasertown. 

The first third of the book cov¬ 
ers the stars of Hollywood: who is, 
who did, who might. Another 
third covers the stars of porno 
and their videos: the superstars, 
the new boys, the gay-for-pay 
boys, the frenzy for foreskinned 
foreigners, and so on. And the 
final third is the most amazing, 
containing first-hand reports 
from men who have been “escort¬ 
ed” by porn stars.

Tom Ripley’s talents for imper¬ 
sonation, forgery, and sponta¬ 
neous lying are quickly put to 
good use as he becomes Dickie’s 
new best friend and confidant. No 
longer a washroom attendant, 
Tom has a glamorous new life he 
cherishes and a growing obsession 
for the handsome, dashing play¬ 
boy who has inadvertently be¬ 
come Tom’s raison d’etre. But 
Tom’s charms eventually wear 
thin for Dickie and, in an isolated 
confrontation on a small boat, 
Tom kills his friend and decides to 
take his identity. It is a masquer¬ 
ade doomed to failure, but not be¬ 
fore Tom takes fhe lives of several 
others who stand in his way. 

Geek love 

Matt Damon’s boyish features 
and slightly geeky demeanor seem

perfect for the role of Tom Ripley. 
Tom’s pathology and ultimately 
ghoulish behavior are muted by 
Damon’s performance and, in the 


process, made all the more believ¬ 
able. Anthony Minghella makes 
several crucial changes in the 
novel written by Patricia High- 


smith and first filmed in French 
by Rene Clement as Purple Noon 
(1960), starring Alain Delon. In 
Minghella’s adaptation, Dickie’s

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murder is more a crime of passion 
than a premeditated assassina¬ 
tion, and the novel’s leitmotif of 
painting is replaced by jazz. Both 
of these choices serve the film 
well, since they make Tom’s char¬ 
acter and milieu more accessible 
to the viewer. Minghella also ex¬ 
pands the role of Peter 
Smith-Kingsley (Jack Davenport), 
a gay friend of Dickie’s, adding 
balance and perspective to the 
strong homoerotic subtext that 
runs throughout the movie. 

But the film’s one and only sex 
symbol is Jude Law. As Dickie 
(make what you will of that), Law 
is a blond American god whose 
loose sexuality and easy morals 
invite everyone to imagine what it 
would be like to make love to him. 
Spoiled, immature, and much too 
beautiful and rich for his own 
good, Dickie is a hirsute Jay Gats- 
by on an Italian fling. When he 
emerges naked from his bath, 
with the camera — and Tom Rip¬ 
ley’s eyes — lovingly embracing 
his posterior... well, there’s no 
mistaking the message. Dickie is 
not overtly homosexual, nor is 
Tom, but their world is so full of 
passion and romance, both char¬ 
acters have problems finding rea¬ 
sons to forsake anything poten¬ 
tially pleasurable. 

Gwyneth Paltrow has the 
thankless task of portraying the 
long-suffering Marge, but she 
does so with her usual intensity. 
Cate Blanchett charms in the 
splashy but small role of Mered¬ 
ith, the society girl who ultimate¬ 
ly becomes Tom Ripley’s undoing. 
And in the supporting role of 
Dickie’s Princeton classmate, 
Freddie Miles, Philip Seymour 
Hoffman creates the kind of thor¬ 
oughly believable, totally repul¬ 
sive heterosexual jerk that Oscar 
nominations are made of. It’s al¬ 
most impossible to believe this is 
the same actor currently playing a 
drag queen opposite Robert 
DeNiro in the movie Flawless. 

The Talented Mr. Ripley is an 
extraordinarily beautiful film to 
behold. Italy is awash in the soft 
lighting and muted colors of John 
Seale’s cinematography. Roy 
Walker’s production design and 
Anne Roth and Gary Jones’ cos¬ 
tumes recreate the carefully de¬ 
tailed styles of the late ’50s. And 
Gabriel Yared’s jazz-inspired score 
jolts the film to life on more than 
one occasion with impromptu 
jam sessions that cast a spell of 
their own. 

But with his literate script and 
intelligent direction, Ripley is An¬ 
thony Minghella’s film. There is 
only one scene, a confrontation 
between Tom and Marge involv¬ 
ing a menacing straight razor, 
where Minghella goes melodra¬ 
matically over the top. But this is a 
minor transgression given the 
perfect directorial sensibilities he 
otherwise employs from start to 
finish. It’s hard to believe that the 
late Patricia Highsmith, whose 
writing also inspired Alfred 
Hitchcock, would be anything but 
pleased with the way Minghella 
humanizes her anti-hero Tom 
Ripley. 

Purple Noon, although beauti¬ 
ful, suffered from a lack of hu¬ 
manity that served to alienate the 
audience. But Minghella’s telling 
of the same story draws the audi¬ 
ence into Tom Ripley’s world, 
evoking empathy, if not sympathy, 
at every turn. Stringing us along, 
drawing us in, Minghella allows us 
the hope of redemption until the 
last few frames of the film when, 
reluctantly, sadly, we must ac¬ 
knowledge that there is something 
terribly, terribly wrong with the 
remarkable Mr. Ripley. T

(sus-TEE-vah) 

for HIV (Human Immunodeficiency Virus) Infection 
Generic name: efavirenz (eh-FAH-vih-rehnz) 


Please read this information before you start taking SUSTIVA. Read it again each time you refill your 
prescription, in case there is any new information. Don’t treat this leaflet as your only source of information 
about SUSTIVA. Always discuss SUSTIVA with your doctor when you start taking your medicine and 
at every visit. You should remain under a doctor’s care when using SUSTIVA. You should not change 
or stop treatment without first talking to your doctor. 

What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used to help treat HIV, the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). SUSTIVA is a type of HIV drug called a “non-nucleoside reverse transcriptase 
inhibitor" (NNRTI). 

How does SUSTIVA work? 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in the blood (called "viral load"). SUSTIVA must 
be taken with other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti-HIV medicines, SUSTIVA has been 
shown to reduce viral load and increase the number of CD4 cells (a type of immune cell in blood). 
SUSTIVA may not have these effects in every patient. 

Does SUSTIVA cure HIV or AIDS? 

SUSTIVA is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking SUSTIVA may still develop other infections 
associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important that you remain under the care of your doctor. 

Does SUSTIVA reduced risk of passing HIV to others? 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others. Continue to practice safe 
sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take SUSTIVA? 

• The dose of SUSTIVA for adults is 600 mg (three 200 mg capsules, taken together) once a day 

by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower (see Can children take SUSTIVA?). 

• Take SUSTIVA at the same time each day. You should take SUSTIVA at bedtime during the first few 
weeks or if you have side effects, such as dizziness or trouble concentrating (see What are the 
possible side effects of SUSTIVA?) 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water, juice, milk or soda. You may take SUSTIVA with or without meals; 
however, SUSTIVA should not be taken with a high fat meal. 

• Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose right away. 

If you do miss a dose, do not double the next dose. Carry on with your regular dosing schedule. 

If you need help in planning the best times to take your medicine, ask your doctor or pharmacist. 

• Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. Never change the dose on your own. 

Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

• When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. This is 
very important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the medicine is stopped 
for even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to SUSTIVA and become harder to treat. 

Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, children who are able to swallow capsules can take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious problem 
in some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if you notice rash or any other side effects while 
your child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower than the dose for adults. 
Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are available. Your child’s doctor will determine the right 
dose based on your child’s weight. 

Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to SUSTIVA or any of its ingredients. 


What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor right away if you: 

• Are pregnant or want to become pregnant 

• Are breast-feeding 

• Have problems with your liver, or have had hepatitis 

• Start or change any medicine 

• Have side effects while taking SUSTIVA (efavirenz) 

• Have a history of mental illness, substance or alcohol abuse 

What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA? 

Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble concentrating, and/or unusual 
dreams a few hours after starting treatment with SUSTIVA. These feelings may be less noticeable if 
you take SUSTIVA at bedtime. They also tend to go away after you've taken the medicine for a few 
weeks. Rarely, patients have more serious side effects that may affect mood or ability to think clearly. 
These side effects occur more often in patients with a history of mental illness or substance abuse. 

Tell your doctor promptly if any of these side effects continue or if they bother you. There is the possibility 
that these symptoms may be more severe if SUSTIVA is used with alcohol or mood altering (street) 
drugs. You should avoid driving or operating machinery if you are having these side effects. 

One of the most common side effects is rash. These rashes usually go away without any change 
in treatment. In a small number of patients, rash may be serious. If you develop a rash, call your 
doctor promptly. 

Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. However, 
this is not a complete list of side effects reported with SUSTIVA when taken with other anti-HIV drugs. 

Do not rely on this leaflet alone for information about side effects. Your doctor can discuss a more 
complete list of side effects with you. 

Please contact your doctor immediately before stopping SUSTIVA because of side effects. Tell your 
doctor or other healthcare provider if you notice any side effects while taking SUSTIVA. 

What about birth control, pregnancy, or breast-feeding? 

Women should not become pregnant while taking SUSTIVA. Birth defects have been seen in animals 
treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen in humans. You should use a condom 
or diaphragm in addition to other methods of birth control while taking SUSTIVA. Inform your doctor 
immediately if you are pregnant. If you want to become pregnant, talk to your doctor. Do not take SUSTIVA 
if you are breast-feeding. Talk to your doctor if you are breast-feeding your baby. 

Can I take other medicines with SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines (including ones for HIV). Your doctor may change 
your medicines or change their doses. For this reason, it is very important to: 

• Let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you take SUSTIVA. 

• Tell your doctors and pharmacists about all medicines you take. This includes those you buy 
over-the-counter and herbal or natural remedies. 

Bring all your medicines when you see a doctor, or make a list of their names, how much you take, 
and how often you take them. This will give your doctor a complete picture of the medicines 
you use. Then he or she can decide the best approach for your situation. 

The following medicines may cause serious and life-threatening side effects when taken with 
SUSTIVA. You should not take any of these medicines while taking SUSTIVA:* * 

• Hismanal® (astemizole) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Ergot medications (for example, Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

The following medicines may need to be changed or have their dose changed when taken 
with SUSTIVA:** 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

• Fortovase® (saquinavir) 

• Biaxin® (clarithromycin) 

How should I keep SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is available as 50 mg, 100 mg, and 200 mg capsules. 

Keep SUSTIVA at room temperature (77°F) in the bottle given to you by your pharmacist. 

The temperature can range from 59°-86°F. 

Keep SUSTIVA out of the reach of children. 

How can I learn more about SUSTIVA? 

Talk to your doctor or other healthcare provider if you have questions about either SUSTIVA 
or HIV. For additional information you can visit the SUSTIVA website at http://www.sustiva.com. 

This medicine was prescribed for your particular condition. Do not use 
it for any other condition or give it to anybody else. Keep SUSTIVA out of 
the reach of children. If you suspect that more than the prescribed dose 
of this medicine has been taken, contact your local poison control center 
or emergency room immediately.

Fiction of all kinds arrives to 
delight our readerly souls. Press 
Gang contributes Maria’s Revenge 
by Makeda Silvera, a novel about 
family, loyalty and betrayal, and 
Magic Eight Ball by Marion Dou¬ 
glas, in which a magic eight ball is 
just the first of Julia’s experiences 
with other-worldly phenomena.

Later still are Katherine For¬ 
rest’s long-awaited sequel to 
Daughters of a Coral Dawn, and a 
new novel from Jean Taylor (she 
of the glorious Maggie Garrett 
novels) that features a lesbian lap- 
dancer. Caro Clarke, whose Wolf 
Ticket was such a wonderful 
novel, is working on a novel “set 
in Paris and Provence in 1913. It 
involves a rich American living in 
Paris and a French artist.” 

Actor-director-writer and all- 
around great guy Michael Kearns 
explores the evolution of queers 
in Hollywood with Gay Holly¬ 
wood (AJyson). He’s also working 
on “a spiritual guide to acting for 
Heinemann. While that would, 
God help us, not be the title, it 
would be the focus.” Kearns’ earli¬ 
er books on acting from Heine¬ 
mann were an extraordinary gift 
not just for actors, but for anyone 
who wanted to live a fully-realized 
life. I expect his new book will 
have a great deal to say to all of us, 
too. Whew. Riches, riches, and 
more riches for all of us. Happy 
new year!

She’s 
more than the sweet of Sweet and 
Lowdown, she’s the cream in Ray’s 
coffee, but he’s too myopic and 
distracted to notice. 

Speechless 

The other lead actors fare less 
well than Penn. Uma Thurman 
plays Blanche, Penn’s would-be 
novelist wife. She’s got the sassy, 
brassy elan of Marion Davies or 
Jean Harlow, but her breathless 
and strained delivery gives pause. 
Is this her character’s eccentrici¬ 
ties or Thurman’s limited acting 
moxie on display? As for Morton, 
the small avalanche of praise that 
has accompanied her perfor¬ 
mance is not surprising. Holly¬ 
wood has long had a perverse rev¬ 
erence for speechless perfor¬ 
mances, and has rewarded Oscars 
to Jane Wyman, Patty Duke, John 
Mills, Marlee Matlin and Holly 
Hunter for keeping quiet. On the 
streets, we sneer and call it mime, 
and before 1927 everybody in 
movies was silent. It’s not so 
tough to act without a voice. Mor¬ 
ton is compelling because she 
comes with a ready-made gim¬ 
mick. She is forever stuffing down 
sandwiches and flashing those ex¬ 
pressive doe eyes. One can’t help 
feeling manipulated. Her mute¬ 
ness, childlike innocence, sexless 
costumes, and low-riding hat spell 
Lovable Waif! in blinking neon 
lights. 

Sweet and Lowdown is more 
successful for its off-camera con¬ 


tributions. Allen has surrounded 
himself with the best. His stalwart 
production designer Santo Lo- 
quasto managed quaint indoor 
and outdoor New York locations 
and dressed them to period per¬ 
fection. His new director of pho¬ 
tography, Zhao Fei, has never be¬ 
fore made a movie outside China, 
and worked here with Allen with 
the aid of interpreters. The results 
are enchanting. And there is the 
expected wash of great jazz, with 
a soundtrack featuring “When 
Day Is Done,” “Clarinet Mar¬ 
malade,” “Sweet Georgia Brown,” 


“All of Me,” and “It Don’t Mean a 
Thing,” performed by the likes of 
Bunny Berigan and His Orchestra, 
Howard Alden, Carol Woods, and, 
yes, Django Reinhardt. 

So do thumbs point north or 
south for Sweet and Lowdown? 
How about east and west? Allen’s 
love of jazz is a delight to witness, 
but there are strange undercur¬ 
rents at work. Ray’s idea of a 
good time is shooting rats at the 
dump, and Allen can’t seem to 
get enough of that thin comedy 
line. Maybe this is a tribute to 
John Waters, who has a tiny role 


as Ray’s long-suffering agent. 
Ray’s funk at Reinhardt’s great¬ 
ness is another ongoing joke that 
runs dry fairly quickly. And the 
entire relationship between Ray 
and Haffie, the very guts of the 
movie, is lifted right out of Felli¬ 
ni’s La Strata. Brutish lout mis¬ 
treats innocent, loyal mute 
girl-woman, then suffers epic 
pangs of regret when he realizes 
too late that she was the sweetest 
angel on earth. 

It all makes for an uneasy 
product, blessed with Allen’s ge¬ 
nius for existentialism, but cursed 


with a creeping sense of routine. 
Perhaps Allen has been around so 
long that he’s grown self-referen¬ 
tial. There isn’t a single shot, line 
of dialogue, note of music, or 
character eccentricity that hasn’t 
been echoed in one or another of 
his movies. Sweet and Lowdown is 
agreeable all the way, but it may be 
awfully hard for anyone to get ter¬ 
ribly excited. ▼

you got to see this guy. You know, 
he doesn’t dress well.

Actually, it was not until Benny 
Goodman came along that they 
really started to integrate very 
much. There’s a lot of criticism 
about Benny Goodman, but on 
that score, he was very good. So 
it’s whatever the story dictates at 
the time.” 

Authors do not receive the 
same criticism Allen receives for 
not including gays and blacks in 
their books. Is it because cinema 
is considered a more democratic 
art, an art of all the people? 

“I think people need to write 
things, and the writing’s more in¬ 
teresting when there’s something 
to bang into, or something con¬ 
troversial that they can make into 
some kind of conflict.
